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THE QUININE SITUATION, 


It cannot be said that a decline in 
the price of quinine was generally ex- 
pected after the result of the bark sale 
in Amsterdam of March 31 became 
known, At that sale only 40 per cent. 
of the quantity offered was sold, the 
balance having been withdrawn, and 
the unit price declined about 20 per 
cent., or to 44% Dutch cents, the Ameri- 
can makers of quinine having been the 
chief buyers. There were, however, 
several reasons for thinking that the 
price of quinine and its salts would be 
maintained. It was argued that the 
supply of quinine made from higher 
priced bark was large, and that no 
good purpose would be served by re- 
ducing the price in the face of an al- 
most entire absence of demand. The 
stock of quinine in the hands of the 
jobbers and retailers was believed to 
be large, they having purchased freely 
last year at the low prices, and having 
been unable to dispose of the bulk of 
their holdings by reason of the lack 
of sufficient demand from the public. 
Then, too, the prospect of an early 
breaking out of hostilities between the 
United States and Spain, which would 
have a tendency to increase the de- 
mand, was looked upon as affording 
manufacturers a_ sufficiently strong 
pretext for maintaining the price at 22 
cents, even if the report were not true 
that the previous reduction had been 
greater than was warranted by the sav- 
ing in cost resulting from the lower 
prices for bark at the February sale. 
On the part of the foreign manufactur- 
ers it is urged that in making the re- 
duction they were but following a set- 
tled policy which was adopted a year 
ago or more of keeping the price of 
quinine in harmony with that of bark. 
It is believed, however, that increasing 
competition from European manufac- 
turers was in a measure responsible for 
the decline, and the presence of about 
40,000 ounces of new Java quinine in 
various European centers, as well as in 
New York, may have been a factor. 
How much they were influenced by the 
fact that the American makers were 
the principal buyers of bark and would 
thus be in a better position to take ad- 
vantage of possible contingencies is 
open to conjecture. The price of qui- 
nine in the bark is a fraction under 10 


cents per ounce, based on the last sale 


of bark.

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INCREASED EXPORTS OF RESI- 
DUUM. 


In commenting upon the export move- 
ment of petroleum products we have 
pointed out the large increase in the 
shipments of residuum, but, as they 
had been somewhat irregular, their 
true significance did not become appar- 
ent until the present year, although it 
Was believed that new uses had been 
found for this material, which was at 
one time a by-product regarded as a 
nuisance when not used as fuel by the 
refiners. During the past four months 
the shipments have continued large and 
have exceeded the average monthly 
shipments during 1897, and have, conse- 
quently, attracted considerable atten- 
tion. During 1896 the entire exports 
amounted to only 507,990 gallons, an 
average of 42,332 gallons per month, 
while during 1897 they reached a total 
of 12,230,902 gallons, or 1,019,242 gallons 
per month, although the increase was 
not marked until May, when they, for 
the first time, exceeded half a million 
gallons. During the first three months 
of the present year they have averaged 
about 2,500,000 gallons, and during Jan- 
uary 3,127,950 gallons were exported. In- 
quiry discloses the fact that the in- 
creased demand is due to the use of this 
product for the lubrication of the axles 
and other parts of cars used in the coal] 
mines of Great Britain, and in some 
other mines and works where cars of 
crude construction are employed. The 
employes there are careless and waste- 
ful in the use of grease, and, conse- 
quently, the cheapest product obtain- 
able has been provided them. Thus fai: 
the results have apparently been sat- 
isfactory, and it is expected the ship- 
ments will continue large. The qual- 
ity of the residuum shipped abroad 
varies considerably, and that contain- 
ing the smaller percentage of wax is 
apparently preferred, although it may 
be assumed that residuum rich in wax 
is more valuable and is not sold for this 
purpose. Much of the residuum shipped 
also may be regarded as a low grade of 
black oil, which it resembles in ap-

Treasury shall prescribe, and may furnish to 
the Department fac similes of such trademarks, 
and thereupon the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall cause one or more copies of the same 
to be transmitted to each Collector or other 
proper officer of the customs. 


As will be seen, this section clearly 
specifies ‘domestic manufacture 
manufacturer,” and does not seem to 
imply that it is intended to extend to 
all registered trademarks the protection 
which it accords to those of the Amer- 
ican manufacturer. The Collector at 
Poit Huron, however, interpreted the 
statute broadly as covering all regis- 
tered trademarks, and this view is 
affirmed by the Treasury Department. 
The decision is a very important one, 
since, if it can be maintained as a 
rightful interpretation of the staiute, it 
places a check upon the importation of 
foreign merchandise patented in the 
United States, except by the owners of 
the patents or their agents or licensees. 
Hitherto the customs authorities have 
refused to do police duty for patentees, 
although under section 11 they were 
compelled to protect domestic products, 
which were’ properly trademarked, 
against infringement from abroad. 
Phenacetin and a number of similar 
preparations, which are the subjecis of 
United States patents but are not 
patented abroad, have been freely ad- 
mitted into this country under their 
proper names upon payment of duty, 
without reference to the right of the 
importer to have such goods in his pos- 
session or sell the same in the United 
States. Under the present decision the 
collectors of customs will, as in the 
Port Huron case, refuse entry to all 
such goods not entered by the parties 
in whose names the trademarks are 
registered. It is also presumable that 
the prohibition would apply whether 
the article was patented or not, so that 
any foreign manufacturer could gain 
practical] contro] of this market by reg- 
istering a trademark, and could thus 
establish an arbitrary price, regardless 
of competition from goods bought in 
the foreign market, the same as is done 
under the monopoly which a patent is 
supposed to confer. This is, of course, 
assuming the goods to be of a charac- 
ter which could only be identified by 
the use of the trademark name, and 
this raises the question whether the 
impertation of phenacetin under its 
chemical name, “‘acetphenetedin,” 
would be in any way interfered with by 
the customs authorities. 

The decision seems to us, in view of 
the plain wording of the statute, to 
be liable to reversal by the courts. It 
is extremely questionable, to our minds, 
whether the letter of the section war- 
rants such an interpretation, and it is 
still more doubtful whether it was the 
intent of Congress to extend this pro- 
vision beyond the protection of Ameri- 
can manufacturers against foreign imi- 
tators. Of course, it must be every- 
where admitted that there is a flagrant 
inconsistency in the law which dis- 
criminates between the infringement of 
a patent and that of a trademark, as 
the subject for interference on the part 
of the customs officials. An effort was 
made when the Dingley bill was pend- 
ing to include patented articles in this 
provision of section 11 and accord them 
the same protection that articles re-

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TWO INTERESTING TRADE MARK 
DECISIONS. 


While the decision in a face powder 
trade-mark case, published in our last 
issue, and another lately handed down 
in a suit between paint manufacturers, 
which we print this week, add no im- 
portant legal points to those estab- 
lished by previous judicial opinions, 
they do emphasize some principles of 
law which are worth bearing in mind 
by those who are interested in trade- 
marks. In the face powder case it was 
contended by the defendant that plain- 
tiff had acquired its right to the trade- 
mark from one who had previously 
adopted the same name for a similar 
preparation, and that if there had been 
any infringement it had been against 
the original claimant rather than 
against any one who had subsequently 
employed the same trade-mark. This 
contention is disposed of by the court 
in a manner which establishes an im- 
portant point in equity. The opinion 
says that if priority in the case of a 
trade-mark means absolute priority, 
“like that required of an inventor in a 
patent under an absolute statute, it 
would stand squarely in the way of the 
plaintiff’s rights.” But it holds in sub- 
stance, that priority in the use of a 
trade-mark means the first use of it 
under conditions which gave it a com- 
mercial value, and in the case of the 
face powder trade-mark the fact is cit- 
ed that the use of the words by the per- 
son who is admitted to have first em- 
ployed them in that connection, was 
not in such a way as to have induced 
the plaintiff to adopt them, or even to 
make their prior use known to him. 
For that reason there was no compari- 
son between the goods of the defend- 
ant and the original user of the trade- 
mark, but only between those of the 
defendant and the plaintiff, the latter 
having brought the trade-mark to 
such public prominence as a designa- 
tion of his goods, as to render it of 
value as his distinctive brand. This 
decision is clearly equitable in that it 
differentiates between the mere use of 
a brand in a desultory way, and its em- 
ployment in connection with an article 
which is pushed into commercial prom- 
inence. There might, of course, be cir- 
cumstances which would affect the ap- 
plication of this principle, as, for in- 
stance, the appropriation of a trade- 
mark under conditions which prevented 
the original user from giving it the 
prominence as his distinctive mark, 
which the later user gained for it. But 
unless there were some such circum- 
stances the priority of right to the 
trade-mark, it would seem, should go 
to the person who, employing it inno- 
cently, has given it a public recognition, 
even in preference some earlier 
claimant whose restricted use gained 
for it no such value as his own dis- 
tinctive brand. 

In the paint cases the decision is 
practically in accord with numerous 
precedents, in so far as it holds that 
obviously descriptive words cannot be 
exclusively appropriated by any mant- 
facturer. It distinctly affirms the val- 
idity of trade-marks composed of com- 
binations of words, figures or symbols, 
though some or each of their parts, 
standing alone, would not constitute 
such mark, and could be used without 
infringement. It is the entire combina- 
tion and setting which make the trade- 
mark. So also, the name of a place or 
country may not be exclusively appro- 
priated for a trade-mark for a product 
‘or ware of such place or country, 
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against one offering for sale a similar 
product Or ware of the same place or 
country. It is only good against one 
using it for a product or ware not of 
such place or country. If it be used 
arbitrarily or fancifully, it is only good 
against one using it in the same way, 
ahd not against orie using it truthfully, 
hamely, in its actual meaning. But the 
more Important féature of the decision 
is that which declares that the ques- 
tion of intent on the part of defend- 
ant does not affect the question of re- 
lief by injunction, though it may af- 
fect the quéstion of damage. If de- 
fendant has infringed, whether by in- 
tent or otherwise, it does not affect 
plaintiff's right to be protected against 
further loss by a restraining order. In 
both of these decisions, as in many 
others we have recorded during the last 
two or three years, the disposition of 
courts to consider commercial equity 
is clearly indicated, and is a most hope- 
ful sign for those who have established 
trade-mark rights. 
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INCREASED ACTIVITY IN THE 
PETROLEUM FIELDS. 


The remarkably mild weather which 
prevailed during the greater part of the 
month of March was favorable to de- 
velopment operations in the 
petroleum producing fields, and the op- 
erators took advantage of the condi- 
tions to hasten work, making locations, 
erecting rigs and pushing drilling ope- 
rations, the result being an increase in 
the number of wells completed and of 
new work commenced. There hag, also, 
been an increase in the new production, 
while the percentage of dry holes has 
been somewhat larger, showing that 
there has been an increased proportion 
of new wells of large production. An 
additional stimulus to activity in the 
fields has been the extensions of pro- 
ductive fields which had_ previously 
been regarded as definitely defined, as 
also the belief that a new pool may be 
added. The conditions prevailing at 
the present time are but a repetition 
of former situations resulting from sim- 
ilar causes. During the winter, when 
field work is hampered, there is usually 
a decrease in development operations, 
und as that is the season of greatest 
consumption it is natural that there 
should result a change in the relation 
of production and deliveries, which is 
apt to be followed by an advance in the 
price of the product. This stimulates 
the search for oil, and as the season ad- 
vances more favorable conditions pre- 
vail and production increases at the 
time when the deliveries decrease. This 
has been so oft repeated that it appears 
strange speculative operators have been 
again and again deluded with the idea 
that a steady and permanent advance 
in the price of oil is sure to follow as a 
result of decrease in production and in- 
creased deliveries, utterly disregarding 
the influences affecting these. 

The total number of wells completed 
in the States of New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, West Virginia, Ohio and Indiana 
during the month of March was 385, 
which is an increase of nine, as com- 
pared with the number completed dur- 
ing February. The production of these 
wells at the close of the month was 11,- 
426 barrels, being an increase of 1,803 
barrels. The average production of the 
March wells was over twenty-nine and 
five-eighths barrels, while that of the 
February wells was a little over twen- 
ty-five and one-half barrels, showing 
an increase of over four barrels per 
well in average production. The num- 
ber of wells drilling at the close of the 
month was 463, being an increase of 
forty-one. The number of rigs in 
course of erection was 327, which shows 
a decrease of eighteen, and makes the 
total increase of new work under way 
at the close of the month twenty-three 
wells. Reports from California and 
Texas are to the effect that work is be- 
ing prosecuted, but particulars as to 
the number of wells completed, drill- 
ing and new production have not been 
received, but it is safe to estimate an 
increase of fully ten per cent. in Cali- 
fornia, while the increase in Texas is 
probably much greater as to new work, 
while as to production reports vary 
even more than they do about the Ohio 
and Indiana fields, 
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LARD STATISTICS AND THEIR 
SIGNIFICANCE. 


The statistics of lard stocks show a 
reduction of 60,000 tierces in the visible 
supply here and in Europe during the 
past month. Of this amount 19,000 
tierces were from the European stocks 
and 5,000 tierces from the afloats, while 
25,000 were taken out of the 
Chicago contract and the remaining 
10,000 tierces were made up of the re- 
ductions at other points. This is the 
point reached by stocks since 
Dec. 1, 1897, and, with the exception of 
that date, the lowest for two years. On 
Dec. 1 the stock was practically the 
same as on the first of this month, and 
from that time on there was an in- 
crease Which brought the aggrgegate 
up to 429,000 on Feb, 1. In other words, 
the increase during December and Jan- 
uary was just balanced by the decrease 
during February and March. These 
fluctuations in stocks are usual around 
the opening of the year, and have no 
special significance in the present in- 
stance beyond the fact that the reduc- 
tion during the past month has been 
heavier than usual and the causes lead- 
ing up to it are not altogether clear. It 
is assumed that there may have been 
increased shipments, possibly some 
extent upon consignment, in anticipa- 
tion of possible interference in our ex- 
port trade in the event of hostilities be- 
tween this country and Spain, but this 
would not explain the changes in all of 
the figures. Indeed, the statistical po- 
sition of the product is now so fully in 
the control of a few concerns that the 
returns cannot be regarded as affording 
any reliable index to operations. 

This same condition must also be re- 
garded as explaining the course of 
prices during the past few weeks. 
With such a reduction of stocks as has 
occurred during March there would 
seem to have been reason for a much 
stronger market than has prevailed for 
the past three weeks at least, but it is 
apparent that outside support of the 
lard market has gradually dropped off, 
and that speculative interest is less ac- 
tive than it was a year ago or more, 
The course of prices is therefore left 
more directly to the influence of con- 
suming demand, and with the existing 
competition between packers the price 
is kept in closer relation to the cost of 
hogs than it was at one time. It may 
be assumed that while the stock of lard 
is still heavy, it is of less appalling 
magnitude than it Was a year ago, and 
constitutes a constantly diminishing 
menace to those who are endeavoring 
to keep prices upon a basis of value 
harmonizing with other hog products. 
Indeed, lard is of much less conse- 
quence, as a speculative commodity, 
than it was two years ago, and seems 
to be steadily losing its place among 
the articles dealt in primarily on the 
floor of the exchanges. 
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BRITISH PHARMACEUTICAL MAN- 
UFACTURERS WANT FREE 
ALCOHOL, 


An effort is making in England to se- 
cure a remission, in some form, of the 
tax now paid on spirits entering into 
the manufacture of pharmaceutical and 
chemical preparations. The subject has 
been under consideration for some time 
past in connection with a movement 
on the part of the Chemical Section of 
the Chamber of Commerce, but noth- 
ing has been accomplished, and the 
matter is now left in the hands of the 
druggists, who are largely 
interested as manufacturers of phar- 
maceuticals, to bring the subject be- 
fore the proper government officials. It 
is shown that German manufacturers 
in the simple difference between the 
cost of alcohol in Great Britain and 
Germany have the advantage over the 
British maker of extracts to the extent 
of about 10 cents per pound. The for- 
mer pays about 41 cents per gallon, 
while the latter is getting his supplies 
at about 17 cents. To the American 
manufacturer even the higher of 
these figures would be deemed reason- 
ably cheap for alcohol, considering 
that for years he has been paying in 
the neighborhood of $2.20 per gallon, 
but if the British manufacturers shows 
that the difference between 41 cents 
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wholesale

and 17 cents per gallon, minus an addi- 
tion of 10 cents per pound to the cost 
of extracts, what must be the burden 
imposed by the United States tax? If 
the processes of manufacture em- 
ployed here are identical with those in 
vogue abroad the cost of making ex- 
tracts is over 75 cents per pound more 
in the United States than it is in Great 
Britain, and about 87 cents more than 
in Germany. We are not prepared to 
say that there is such a wide differ- 
ence in reality, but it is certainly suf- 
ficient to handicap the domestic manu- 
facturer in any market where he may 
endeavor to compete with alcoholic 
preparations of foreign make. At the 
same time it is a notable and some- 
what remarkable fact that the larger 
manufacturers of pharmaceuticals in 
this country are not in favor of freeing 
alcohol from its tax. Their opposition 
to the measure has never been open, 
but it is none the less pronounced and 
is based upon the fact that the per cent, 
of profit from preparations sold upon 
the basis of tax from spirits would 
yield so small an amount as to render 
the business far less remunerative 
than it is at present. Apparently the 
possibilities of an enlarged market in 
competition with foreign manufactur- 
ers is not considered as offering oppor- 
tunities for sales, which 
would compensate for the diminished 
volume of profit in our own markets. 
Whether the British manufacturer will 
likely to get what he 
wants than the American manufac- 
turer is to get what he doesn’t want, 
is at present in doubt, but apparently 
there is little probability of a renewal 
of the agitation for free alcohol] in this 
country for some time to come.

Agents of Japan said the alcohol was 
to be used in the manufacture of 
smokeless powder. 


Morris Mitchell, who had been a resi- 
dent of Chicago for forty years, died in 
that city on March 28. He was one of 
the starters of the Northwestern linseed 
oil mill and its president and vice presi- 
dent for some years. He was also presi- 


dent of the American Varnish Com- 
pany. He was greatly interested in 
Jewish religious work. For the past 


sixteen years he had not been engaged 
in active business. Mr. Mitchell leaves 
a widow and four children. 


The British Consul at Venice reports 
that a project has lately been presented 
to the Italian Parliament for the abol- 
iiion of the export duty on _ boracic 
acid. It is alleged that in conse- 
quence of the export duty the boracic | 
products manufactured in Italy have 
suffered considerably, and the imposi- 
tion of a duty on the importation of 
foreign borax and refined boracic acid, 
which so far are admitted free of 
duty, was urged. These producis are 
chiefly imported from England. 


Mr. Geo. B. Dexter of Boston, who 
was recently presented to their majes- 
ties, the King and Queen of Italy, will, 
it is said, soon enjoy the further dis- 
tinguished honor of being knighted by 
King Humbert in recognition of his 
contribution to science and art in the 
discovery of his celebrated shingle 
stains. The only other American simi- 
larly honored Is George Westinghouse 
of Pittsburgh, who was knighted by the 
King of the Belgians on account of his 
discovery of the automatic air-brake. 


Judgment for $96,235 was entered last 
week against Chas. Graham Bacon, Jr., 
who did business as C. G. Bacon & Co., 
wholesale dealer in drugs, at No. 218 
Greenwich street, this city, in favor of 
Clara Russell Bacon for borrowed 
money. The firm of C. G, Bacon & Co. 
succeeded H. W. Williams & Co. in No- 
vember, 1893, and C. G. Bacon, Jr., has 
carried on the business alone since June 
last. The firm formerly did a large 
business, but for some time past it has 
been in HNquidation and the place was 
closed up a short time ago. 


Fire destroyed the main building of 
the O. A. Smith chemical works near 
Atlanta, Ga., on the 3d inst. The loss 
was complete, even the walls of the 
building falling victim to the flames. 
The burned building was 65 feet wide 
and 200 feet in length. It had two large 
towers, one at each end, and it was in 
one of these that the fire staried. It 
as by far the most important structure 
and the insurance carried on it was 
consequently greater in proportion, The 
entire works are insured for $106,000. 
The loss is estimated at $75,000. 


The Smith, Kline & French Company 
has issued a six-leaf folder, bearing on 
one side half a dozen photographs of 
babies, singles, twins and triplets, which 
have thrived upon Eskay’s Food, and 
upon the other side testimonials from 
parents, physicians and others having 
the care of children, as to the value of 
the food in cases which have come un- 
der their notice.

Ohio now has an anti-trust law. The 
House last Thursday concurred in the 
passage of the Senate bill defining 
trusts and providing heavy penalties 
for violation of its provisions. The bill 
defines a trust to be “a combination of 
capital, skill, or acts by two or more 
persons, firms, partnerships, corpora- 
tions or associations of persons for the 
purpose of creating or carrying out re- 
strictions in trade; limiting or reducing 
the production or increasing or reduc- 
ing the price of merchandise or any 
commodity; preventing competition in 
manufacturing, transportation and sale 
or purchase of merchandise, produce or 
any commodity; fixing any standard or 
figures whereby prices to the public are 
established or controlled.” Violation 
of any provision of the act is declared 
a conspiracy against trade, and any 
principal or agent is subject to a fine 
of from $50 to $5,000, or from six months 
to one year imprisonment, or both. 
Any contract in violation of the act is 
made void.

Werner 
Neuhs and Matilda and Matthias Mal- 
cas, complainants, desire to suppress 
the works of the Chemical Company, 
the claim being made that the gases 
and acids ruin the property in the 
neighborhood and poison the air. 

Some interesting figures are given in 
an article on the quinine Industry in 
yermany in the Suddeutsche Apotheker 
Zeitung last week. During the _ ten 
years 1887-1896 Germany imported cin- 
chonia bark to the value of 35,500,000 
marks, whilst her exports in this article 
were only 2,000,000 marks. Her exports, 
however, in quinine and quinine salts 
reached tge enormous total of 58,000,000 
marks, of which the greater part was to 
the United States. Russia, Italy and 
Holland absorb large quantities also. 
The imported quinine totaled, during 
the decade in question, 2,100,000 marks. 


The director of the Royal Botanic 
Gardens at Peradeniya, Ceylon, states 
in his annual report for 1897 that the 
nurseries at Henaratgoda now contain 
about 2,000 young ipecacuanha plants, 
most of which are available for distrI- 
bution to those wishing to experiment in 
the island. Camphor plants continue to 
grow well in the gardens, some of them 
being 9 feet high, while in the Galle 
district others planted in 1895 have at- 
tained a height of 12 feet. To promote 
the Industry in Ceylon persons desiring 
to experiment in the distillation of 
camphor from twigs and leaves can be 
supplied with a small quantity of ma- 
terial for the purpose.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 

At Winterberger, Allegheny county, 
Stage & Leidecker have drilled in and 
shot their No. 2 on the Duthil tract, and 
will have a 100-barrel pumper from the 
100-foot. 


There was an increase in the import 
of mineral lubricating oils into Venice 
last year, which are gradually being 
used for lubrication instead of olive oil. 
These oils are principally imported 
from Great Britain. 


On the west side of the Hendershot 
pol in Wood county the South Penn 
Oil Company has drilled in a test well 
on the Monica Miller farm, that is 
showing for 75 barrels a day natural. 
This part of Wood is very promising, 
and will furnish a large amount of new 
production. 


Judge McClure of the Circuit Court, 
Indianapolis, Ind., has assessed a $109 
fine and $100 attorney’s fees against 
the Ohio Oil Company in the gas waste 
cases appealed from his court to the 
Supreme Court. In addition he granted 
a permanent injunction against the 
company in the matter of gas waste. 
This practically settles the gas and oil 
question, so far as the field in that 
county is concerned,

Work on the test oil well of the Wyo- 
ming Valley Oil Company is being con- 
tinued. A quantity of oil has come up 
with every sand pumping during the 
last two days’ drilling, indicating that 
the oil deposit is not far distant. 


On Hirsches run, Clay district, Lem- 
bert & Co. have drilled their test on 
the L. Hayhurst farm through the sand, 
and have a duster. On the same stream 
John Cain & Co. have started to drill 
on the L. E. Pratt farm. The Sill Oil 
Company’s No. 2 on the Dolan farm on 
McFarland creek is also dry. 

The South Penn Oil Company drilled 
its test well on the Sarah De Long 
farm, Whisky Run pool, into the sand 
and has a duster. The location of this 
well is 2,000 feet south and a little east 
of Gartlan & Co.’s producer on the 
Williamson farm. The same company 
has a rig up on the Clara V. Kelley 
farm, 2,000 feet south of the De Long 
well. 


West of the Fonner pool in Greene 
county J. M. Guffey and Guffey & 
Queen have drilled their wildcat on the 
Jacob Shoup farm, five feet into the 50- 
foot, but have not increased its produc- 
tion. There was a small increase in gas 
pressure from the lower sand, and the 
well made two small flows. It will prob- 
ably make a small producer from the 
Gantz. 


Two good wells were drilled in at 
Chipmunk last week. The McCaffery 
Sons’ well on the McCaffery farm, lo- 
cated on the hill west of the homestead, 
was finished up and is a gusher. It is 
estimated that its natural production 
will exceed 150 barrels a day. It is 
flowing through the casing. In the flat- 
stone district Shaffer & Co. completed a 
well that shows up for a 25-barreler. 


The Broad Ripple field is now the 
most active spot in Indiana oil territory. 
The high water the past week has re- 
tarded work and pumping operations 
greatly, but that is all over and ac- 
tivity will likely increase. The field’s 
output is slowly increasing and is at 
present fluctuating between the 600 and 
700 barrel mark daily. The trend of the 
field is toward the southeast, although 
the richest part is on the north end of 
the streak. 

Judgments were entered last week 
against J. Stettheimer & Co., oil pro- 
ducers, of No. 18 Broadway, this city, 
for $56,995, and against Stettheimer & 
Bettman, bankers, of No. 18 Broadway, 
for $12,682, by Jonas B. Weil in favor 
of Lyman G. Bloomingdale, for money 
loaned to the firms. David Bettman, M. 
A. Bettman and Henrietta B. Stett- 
heimer also allowed judgments to be 
taken against them in favor of Ida 
Bettman for $157,494, and in favor of 
Emma Bettman for $78,833 for money 
loaned to them in the past eight years. 

The oil industry is the present enter- 
prise that is attracting capital from 
all over the country and making Corsi- 
cana famous. Ninety-four wells are 
flowing petroleum at a rate of nearly 
2,000 barrels daily. The field covers a 
territory of nearly five miles in length 
and two miles in width. ‘‘Wildcatting”’ 
is the order of the day. Derricks are 
daily towering toward the sky and dot- 
ting the territory, and fully fifteen 
Wells are in course of operation, many 
of which are nearing the sand and will 
be classed among the producers before 
many days. 


South of the Whisky run _ pool, in 
Ritchie county, Gartlan & Co. have 
drilled No. 2 Williamson into the sand 
and have a show for a good producer. 
The location of this well is 1,200 feet 
south of No. 1 Abicht and 500 feet north 
of the South Penn Oil Company’s dus- 
ter on the Sarah De Long farm. The 
last named well shuts off any further 
extension in that direction. The South 
Penn Oil Company’s test on the Thomas 
Whaley farm, located a mile north and 
west of the pool, is due in the sand, but 
has been delayed on account of a fish- 
ing job. Should this well, when drilled 
in, prove a producer it will add a large 
extension to the pool. 


As a result of an inspection of the oil 
district by the State Supervisor, all of 
the wells which were wasting gas prior 
to the Supreme Court decision are now 
closed down. Five of these were lo- 
cated in Blackford County, eleven in 
Delaware and fourteen in Madi- 
son. The State Supervisor disputes the 
claim of oil men that the oil cam not 
be secured without wasting the gas, as 
illustrated by two wells at Gaston, in 
Delaware County. In these wells a 
packer was placed on the barren strata 
between the gas and oil-bearing rock, 
and there is also a second packer above 
the gas rock. By the insertion of a 
pump through a four-inch tubing the 
oil pool is drained without wasting the

A portion of the bal- 
ance was also appropriated, it is stated, 
for a dinner which was given at the 
Hoffman House on Thursday evening.

The associa- 
decided to renew its 
former practice of holding “annual” 
meetings yearly, instead of once in 
three years, and that the provision of 
the by-laws in this maiter will be car- 
ried out, and the meeting held on the 
fourth Wednesday of October next.

An Emergency Tariff Bill. 
Washington, April 8, 1898. 

The officials of the Treasury Depart- 
ment have informally notified the Pres- 
ident that in the event of war with 
Spain, and perhaps even should there 
be no war, it will be imperatively nec- 
essary co provide additional revenue 
for the next eighteen months two 
years. In order to replenish the Treas- 
ury, Secretary Gage and his assistants 
have stated it to be their opinion that 
an emergency tariff bill offers the best 
method of securing the necessary 
funds, in view of the general opposi- 
tion in Congress, especially among 
Senators and Representatives from the 
South and West, to a bond issue. The 
President has suggested a conference 
with Chairman Dingley of the Ways 
and Means Committee and Senators Al- 
lison and Aldrich of the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee, and already experts 
are at work framing tentative sched- 
ules to determine the amounts that can 
be raised with the least trouble and 
with the least general disturbance of 
the business conditions throughout the 
country. 

The $50,000,000 emergency appropria- 
tion has already been completely mort- 
gaged and a large amount of it actually 
disbursed. This unusual expenditure, 
taken in conjunction with the deficit for 
the fiscal year ending June 30 next, will 
mean an inroad upon the cash bal- 
ance of approximately $100,000,000. This 
amount deducted from the cash on 
hand leaves a balance so little in ex- 
cess of the actual gold in the Treasury 
that the Secretary feels that it is ab- 
solutely necessary to provide additional 
revenue. Even in the event of there 
being no war it is a foregone conclu- 
sion that the Congressional appropria- 
tions for the navy and coast defense 
and harbor improvements hereafter 
will be much in excess of those of the 
past few years, and hence there is little 
prospect that the Dingley bill will ever 
supply sufficient revenue to meet the 
expenses of the Government, 

A war measure, which would un- 
doubtedly be modified in the event that 
there are no hostilities with Spain, is 
now in course of preparation and pre- 
sents some features of special interest 
to the Reporter’s trade. The plan upon 
which the experts are now proceeding 
is to secure from internal revenue taxa- 


or 


tion as much as possible and to make 
up any deficit by transferring from the 
free list of the Dingley tariff act such 
crude articles as admit of the raising 
of considerable sums. There is a 
strong desire in certain quarters to in- 
crease the tax on spirits from $1.10 to 
$1.20 per gallon, but this is strenu- 
ously opposed by those who are best 
informed, including the Secretary of 
the Treasury and the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, who assert that the 
present tax is above the revenue point, 
and that if more internal revenue re- 
ceipts are sought, the tax on spirits 
should be reduced instead of increased. 
A seventy-cent tax, it is said, would 
produce at least 25 per cent. more revy- 
enue than the present rate. In view 
of the expert opinion on this point, it 
is regarded as very improbable that the 
rate on spirits will be increased, while 
there is a possibility that it may be 
reduced. Another item in the tentative 
schedule is the internal revenue tax on 
patent medicines, a proposition which 
has been considered in connection with 
the formulation of every tariff bill 
within the past twenty years. There 
are no statistics available to determine 
what such a tax would net and how 
much the industry could stand, but it 
is advocated as being an easy tax to 
collect through the machinery already 
in existence for the collection of the 
spirits and tobacco revenue. 

In taking up the free list’ a number 
of items have been designated as prom- 
ising to net considerable revenue, and 
in considering the advisability of this 
class of taxation it should be remem- 
bered that the point kept uppermost is 
the necessity for revenue, and not the 
question of protection or the character 
of the goods taxed as necessaries of 
life. Whole spices and crude drugs are 
counted upon to bring in two or three 
million dollars, while camphor and qui- 
nine, it is believed, would net consid- 
erable sums at a comparative low tax. 
Coal tar, crude, and such products as 
are on the free list, are also considered 
as likely to be taxed in an emergency 
tariff measure, especially in view of 
the fact that many American manufac- 
turers sought while the Dingley bill 
was pending to have these articles 
placed on the dutiable list.

The market quiet. The demand 
for spot goods is slow, most buyers hav- 
ing already covered their requirements, 
The uncertainty of the political situa- 
tion prevents forward business, and as 
the present requirements of consump- 
tion are light, the market lacks fea- 
tures of interest. There is a good deal 
of speculation in the trade as to open- 
ing prices on paris green. It was ex- 
pected that quotations would be made 
this week, but the manufacturers have 
nat yet determined upon prices. The 
unseasonable weather of the past week 
has checked consuming demand for 
paints and colors, but the outlook is 
held to be favorable unless there should 
¢ War with Spain, in which event of 
course the paint business would nat- 
urally shrink to small proportions, The 
storms and floods in the West have 
also had a deterrent effect upon trade 
during the past week. In the mean- 
time holders are confident and are not 
disposed to force sales, and while the 
market is dull the general feeling is one 
of steadiness. 

White Lead, Zines, Ete. 


WHITB LEAD.—The storms and 
floods which have been a prominent fea- 
ture during the past week in all sections 
to the country, have to a large extent 
interrupted what had promised to have 
been a week of good trade in ail 
branches of the paint trade. The war 
scare, Which has played an important 
part in checking trade, is beginning to 
die out, and confidence in the general 
stability of the Government to meet all 
emergencies as they may arise is ex- 
erting a healthful influence upon trade 
as is shown by the large number of 
orders to hand to ship goods, which 
had been requested to hold until mat- 
ters became more settled. There has 
been rather more doing in dry lead for 
prompt and May delivery at 4%%c. less 
the usual discount terms. Corroders re- 
port am improved demand for contract 
deliveries of lead in oil with little in- 
clination to sell for delivery beyond 
the latter part of May. There is noth- 
ing of special interest regarding foreign 
makes of lead in oil beyond the fact 
that deliveries are going forward rather 
more prompt than they were several 
weeks ago. There is no immediate 
prospect of a change in prices, which 
remain steady at 8@8\c. for the old es- 
tablished brands, and for those not so 
well known 7@7%c. is named, as to 
make and quantity. For the present 
the corroders quote the various brands 
of lead in oil as follows: In lots of less 
than 500 lbs., 6c. net; in lots of 500 Ibs. 
and over, 5%c.; dry white lead in bbls., 
¥%c, per lb. less than price in kegs; white 
lead, assorted in 1-lb., 2-lb. and 5-lb.

Japanese Petroleum Production. 
United States Consul Lyon tran 

mits a clipping from the Kobe Chron- 
icle of Feb. 28 (an English journal pub 
lished at Hiogo), containing a state- 
ment of the location and output of the 
oil wells in Japan, so far as they have 
been discovered, which seems to refute 
the extended claims hitherto made as 
to yield and quality of production. The 
extract follows: ‘ 
“From time to time references are 
made in the vernacular journals to the 
existence of petroleum in the Province 
of Echigo, and we therefore consider it 
will prove interesting to many of our 
readers if some account of the extent 
and value of these deposits be given. 
For the purposes of convenience, we 
may divide the districts where kerosene 
is found into four. The first is situated 
between five and six miles from the 
town of Nagaoka, and in this district 
there are some sixty wells at work, sit- 
uated on steep hillsides. During 184 
and 1895 the wells were very productive, 
the outturn being about 30,000 gallons 
a day. Latest reports, however, show 
that the production is decreasing, and 
it does not now exceed 10,000 gallons per 
day. Pumping has to be maintained 
continually in these wells, which vary 
from 600 to 1,500 feet in depth; and in 
some the flow is so trifling that pump- 
ing can only be carried on intermittent 
ly. This inadequate flow of oil appears 
to be a characteristic of most of th 
Japanese wells. Not far from the well 
above mentioned another petroleum 
yielding area was discovered about two 








years ago. The first wells, sunk to 
from 400 to 600 feet, gave very good re- 
turns even before pumps were fitted; 


but after a few months the flow slack- 
ened, and, though pumping has now 
been resorted to, the production ap 


pears to be rapidly decreasing In 
these new wells the quality is fairly 
good, and in some excellent, the analy- 
sis showing 70° to 75 per cent. of illum 
inating petroleum, while the wells first 


mentioned do not average more than 
54 per cent. But the method of refining 
the oil is very ineffective, the process 
being carried on in small private stills, 
and the product being thus of uneven 
quality, it is found necessary to mix it 
with from 40 to 50 per cent. of Amet 
ican oil before it can be used for illum- 
inating purposes. A new refinery, how- 
ever, is in process of construction at 
Nagaoka, with machinery made in 
Japan, capable of dealing with from 
7,500 to 8,000 gallons of crude oil daily; 
and it is asserted that the oil in this 
refinery will be brought up to the 
American standard. There is also a re- 
finery, with a capacity of 4,000 gallons 
daily, at Niigata, where a part of the 
crude oil is effectively treated. 

‘The second district from which oil is 
obtained is situated at Idzumosaki and 


Amesemachi, in the Provin f echigo 
The same resulis have followed the 
working of the wells in this district as 
in that first named. When the exist 
cence of petroleum was discovered on 


the seashore, a company was floated 
and land reclaimed, upon which some 
fifty or sixty wells were sunk. Before 
ten years had passed, however, the pro- 
duction showed a great falling off, and 
not only have many of the wells been 
abandoned, but the new wells sunk 
have given very poor returns. It is 
doubtful if the whole outturn of this 
district exceeds 5,000 gallons per day. 
Possibly, if deeper boring were attempt. 
ed, the results would be improved. The 
deepest well in this locality is 2,400 feet, 
and from this the best oil is obtained, 
the others varying in depth from 400 to 
1,800 feet. In quality, indeed, there is 
great diversity among these wells, some 
producing only 45 per cent. of illumin- 
ating oil, while the best reach a limit

| pany of Rome, Georgia. This has en- 


tered the field as a shipper; it purchased 
bauxite properties in Floyd County, 
Georgia, and erected a washing and 
drying plant for the preparation of the 
ore. There are now engaged in the 
mining and shipment of bauxite four 
companies—the Republic Mining and 
Manufacturing Company, Rock Run, 
Ala., and Hermitage, Ga.; the Georgia 
Sauxite Company, of TLinwood, Ga.; 
the Southern Bauxite Company, Cave 
Springs, Ga.; the American Bauxite 
Company, Rome, Ga. The properties 
owned and leased by these companies 
do not comprise the entire area of the 
bauxite belt, because in the southwest- 
ern portion of Calhoun County, Ala., 
the Alabama Mineral Land Company 
owns several tracts on which bauxite 
has been discovered, and on some of 
which the mines have been developed 
to a limited extent. Continuing up the 
belt to the northeast the workable de- 
posits which show a commercial value 





| are in Cherokee County, Ala., on the 


property of the Rock Run Iron and 
Mining Company (these are leased to 
the Republic Mining and Manufacturing 
Company); adjoining these in the same 
county are the mines owned by the 
Southern Bauxite Company. Towards 
the northeast, across the line in Geor- 
gia, there are occurrences of the min- 
eral in workable deposits at and near 
Cave Springs, in Floyd County, some 
of which are owned by the Southern 
Bauxite Company, others by several in- 
dividual owners; next, in Vann’s Val- 
ley, in Floyd County, nearly all of 
Which are owned by the original own- 
ers of the land on which the deposits 
were discovered; further to the north- 
east the properties recently purchased 
by the American Bauxite Company, in 
the neighborhood of Rome, in Floyd 
County; still further northeasterly the 
deposits at Hermitage, or Ridge Val- 
ley; next to these come those in Bar- 
tow County on the Barnsley estate; 
some indications have been discovered 
near the Trion Cotton Factory, and 
also near Summerville, Chattooga 
County, and beyond these are the 
Kawkins or Armington mines in 
Walker County. 

The Cherokee County deposits in 
Alabama have produced up to the 
present time the greatest quantity, the 
works of some of the mines having 
been carried to a depth of about 100 
feet. The mining has been done in 
open cuts and by benching. At some 
of them, where the greatest depth has 
been attained, work has been tempora- 
rily suspended because mineral could 

extracted from other deposits nearer 
to the surface and at less expense. 


While the structure of the deposit is 








pocketty, like that of the brown ore 
(limonite) deposits, yet so far there are 
no indications of possible exhaustion in 
the near future. In such mines as have 
been worked to a considerable depth 
the question of cost in the future will 
be an important factor, before outlays 
for pumping and hoisting machinery 
are made. 

So far the capital invested in ma- 
chinery and mining plants has been 
limited to the smallest amount possible, 
because With the limited knowledge as 
to the permanency of the deposits it 
was not advisable to invest larger 
amounts to carry on operations. For 
two or three years after the industry 
had been established, the companies 
merely erected drying sheds where the 
ore was stored for some weeks pre- 
vious to shipment and dried by the air 
and sun. As tthe business became 
larger and competition keener, artificial 
driers were put in. The Republic Min- 
ing and Manufacturing Company, the 
pioneer in the business, uses a drying 
kiln designed by Mr. Hawkins, the 
superintendent, which is simply a re- 
volving cylinder 30 feet long, through 
which the ore passes and is sufficiently 
dried by the heat of the furnace located 
under the cylinder. The other compa- 
nies employ either some similar device 
or a Davis-Colby drier and roaster, 
somewhat modified from that designed 
for roasting iron ore. 

The object in preparing the ore by 
artificial drying process is to eliminate 
all the water and moisture absorbed 
as well as a portion of the quantity 
chemically combined with the alumina 
and other elements, but it is not desired 
by buyers that all the water in com- 
bination should be eliminated, and it 
depends upon the purpose for which 
the bauxite is to be used what pro- 
portion of this water should be taken 
out. Consequently the roasting or dry- 
ing process has to be watched very 
carefully. Indeed, the business of han- 
dling bauxite is one in which expert 
chemists have to be employed, because 
of the variations in the grade of ore 
even in the same mine, and apparently 
in the same stratum, which cannot be 
detected by the eye, no matter how 
experienced an operator may be. 

During 1897 an export trade was es- 
tablished, and a large quantity of 
bauxite was shipped during the year 
by the Southern Bauxite Company to 
meet the demands in the foreign mar- 


ket. 

The prices of bauxite have declined 
from $10 a ton in 1891 to $7 per ton. As 
railroad frieght has to be paid from 
the mines in Pennsylvania, New York 
and other points in the East, the rate 
being $5 per ton, it is not surprising

LINSEED OIL.—There has been a 
moderate demand for oil and with seed 
doing a shade better, out-of-town lots 
have not been pressed for sale below 
37c., although it has been conceded that 
on a firm offer for car lots that price 
might be shaded. Im broken lots two 
car loads are reported sold at 38c.,below 
which some holders refuse to go, and 
on the basis of prices ruling at West- 
ern points oil could not be laid down 
here at quite that figure. City crushers 
have not changed their figures, the 
quotation for 5-bbl. lots being 39c. 
There is a belief in some quarters that 
should the improvement in seed con- 
tinue it must be met by an advance on 
oil, but crushers give no indication of 
any such prospect. 

COTTONSEED, CRUDE,—There has 
not been sufficient interest shown on the 
part of buyers during the week to es- 
tablish a market. A few sales have

the latter. Most of the Atlantic mills 
are holding for 15@15'4c., according to 
quality, with sales reported of Alabama 
at 144%@14\ce. Refiners in this section 
have reduced their bids to 144%@14%c. 
for Atlantic, according to freight rates, 
and for a choice quality on dock 19c.; 
but so far they have not been able to 
obtain any quantity, except a few single 
tanks. The sales reported consist of 15 
tanks Alabama at 14%4@l5c.; 10 do. 
Texas at 14%c.; 2,000 bbls. Valley at 
15\4c., mostly for the West; 100 bbls., at 
19%4c.; 250 bbls. do. at 19%c.; 3 tanks 
Atlantic at 14% @15c., and 500 bbls. soap 
stock at %c. 

REFINED.—In keeping with the lack 
of developments in the political situa- 
tion and the consequent deadlock in 
the provision market, cotton oil shows 
absolutely no change from preceding 
quotations. Even the news that the 
contemplated increase in the French 
duties on American cotton oil had fal- 
len through remained apparently with- 
out effect on the market, though this 
reassuring news is bound to be a stim- 
ulating factor as soon as the 
returns to its normal condition unin- 
fluenced by the political situation. The 
Easter holidays no doubt have checked 
business, but as these will soon be over 
a better demand is expected to follow, 
especially if peace prevails in place of 
war. At present exporters are at sea, 
not knowing what ocean freight insur- 
ance or exchange will be if war is de- 
clared. Consequently they are simply 
waiting. There has been considerable 
shipped the past ten days on old con- 
tracts. This, with the large stocks now 
pressing for sale on the foreign mar- 
kets, keeps prices low in those centers, 
as is seen by the nature of the bids of- 
fered this week for May-June-July and 
a shipment of an off yellow at 
21%c. No amount of silver-tongued per- 
suasion could get them to raise this bid. 
There were reports current that some 
of the recent speculators who pur- 
chased freely in anticipation of an ad- 
vance, not only in oil but lard and pro- 
visions as well, are showing signs of 
weakness or a desire to unload. This 
may be one reason for the indifference 
shown on the part of the oil trade over 
the market. The two principal refiners 
have virtually withdrawn their offer- 
ings of oil from the market until the 
horizon clears up and the era of better 
prices sets in for the balance of the

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Noon, April 9, 1898. 


Reports from the producing fields in- 
dicate that development work is being 
actively prosecuted in mostof the fields, 
and especially is work being pushed in 
Ohio and Indiana, notwithstanding that 
the price of the oil these States has 
again dropped to 50c. The monthly field 
report showed that the operators took 
early advantage of the improved 
weather and hurried field work, with 
the result that the monthly summary 
showed an increase in every depart- 
ment. The incre in new production 
was looked for, and accounts, in @ 
measure, for the widening of the gap 
between runs and deliveries as reported 
by the pipe lines. A feature of the 
past month’s operations has been the 
larger percentage of dry holes, but the 
average production of the March wells 
was considerably above that of the 
February wells, and this proved a 
stimulus to the active prosecution of 
field work. Thus far during the pres- 
ent month the runs have exceeded the 
deliveries by about 5,000 bbls. per day, 
and as this is the season of decreased 
requirements it is probable that con- 
siderable additions will be made to the 
stocks above ground, Speculative trad- 
ing on the exchange has been very y light 
and the prices quoted have varied but 
little from those paid for credit balan- 
ces by the pipe lines.

INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


General trade conditions have been in- 
fluenced by the excitement attending 
the outcome of our difficulties with 
Spain, the tension during the first half 
of the week having been wrought to an 
extreme pitch in anticipation of the 
recommendations it was announced ‘the 
President would make to Congress on 
Wednesday, but when it was found that 
no message would be sent in until Mon- 
day the strain was immediatély relaxed, 
and some indications of business return- 
ing to normal conditions were apparent, 
but there was a general disposition to 
await the President’s message and the 
action of Congress thereupon before 
venturing upon business enterprises, 
and withal the week has been far from 
satisfactory. In the lines of trade rep- 
resented by the Reporter a falr move- 
ment of goods into channels for con- 
sumption is reported, but there Is a hesi- 
about large transactions involv- 
ing deliveries over any protracted 
period, The prospect of early tariff 
changes In the event of war, which will 
make increased Income necessary, has 
also tended to cause a hesitancy both 
on the part of buyers and sellers, but 
should changes be made these will at 
once stimulate speculative operations in 
the articles on which the duties are like- 
ly to be increased. The reports from 
the industrial centers are more favor- 
able, it being reported that factories are 
running full time, and very few appear 
to be unpleasantly affected by the pres- 
ent state of affairs, while some indus- 
tries have been stimulated by the pre- 
measures being taken by the 
Government. The labor situation pre- 
sents few new features of Interest. 
There is still considerable difficulty in 
mining regions, but it is not 
thought that the strike will become 
general. In the East most of the mills 
which were first affected have been en- 
abled to resume operations, some with 
new hands and others by the return of 
the strikers, who abandoned their 
claims, but the closing of one of the 
largest mills in Connecticut is an- 
nounced, the employes to the number 
of 1,500 going on strike, and it is thought 
other mills in that State will also soon 
be compelled to close. The great agri- 
cultural staples, while not showing any 
improvement, have fully held their own. 
Wheat opened on Monday at $1.00% for 
May delivery, and varied within rather 
narrow limits from day to day, the ex-

Rates at 
the close were 5 per cent. for 30 to 90 
days and 5%@6 per cent. for longer 
periods. Money on call at the Stock 
Exchange has ranged from 1% to 4% 
per cent., with the average about 2% 
per cent, although a large share of the 
business was done at 24%@3 per cent., 
and the extreme rates were reached on 
Monday only. Mercantile paper has 
been in moderate demand, and the of- 
ferings have not been large. Rates at 
the close were 5% per cent. for 60 to 90 
days’ indorsements, 6 per cent. for 
choice single names and 6% per cent. 
for other grades. Further engagements 
of gold from Europe, amounting to 
nearly $10,000,000, were announced dur- 
ing the past week, bringing the total 
since Feb. 25 up to $46,540,000. The 
price of silver advanced rapidly early 
in the week, but a reaction came later 
which brought the closing price to 
557%, @56%c. per ounce for commercial 
bars and 56@57c. for Government assay 
For Mexican dollars 45c. was bid. 
The market for sterling exchange was 
dull throughout and lower, a gradual 
decline taking place early in the week, 
but the market closed steady, though 
dull. Rates for actual business at the 
close were 4.80@4.80% for 60 days, 
4.8344 @4.83% for demand, and 4.81@4.84% 
for cables. The supply of grain and cot- 
ton bills was moderate, and rates lower.

Registration of Stills. 


Washington, April 8, 1898. 

Internal Revenue Commissioner Scott 
has made a decision with reference to 
the registration of stills used for the 
production of oils from herbs. The de- 
cision is set forth in the following letter 
to an oil distiller in Illinois: 

“In reply to your letter of the 28th 
ultimo, concerning a question presented 
by a client of yours as to the distillation 
of peppermint oil, you are hereby ad- 
vised that there is no tax imposed by 
the internal revenue laws on this oil, 
nor is any special tax required to be 
paid for its distillation, but that every 
still capable of being used for distilling 
the spirits defined by these laws (even 
when it is not so used, but is intended 
to be used, as in the case which you 
present, for the distillation of oil from 
herbs) must, immediately upon being 
set up, be registered with the Collector 
of the district in strict compliance with 
the provisions of section 3,258, Revised 
Stautes.”

,; the oil, paint and varnish industry for 
; the past ten years has suggested the 
' use of new instruments, improved ap- 
paratus and special appliances, which 
can now be seen in the experimental 
department of any up-to-date and well- 
equipped factory. It is thus that the 
polariscope has become the means of 
ascertaining the purity of turpentine, 
the colorimeter the strength of color 
solutions, the viscosimeter the liquid 
friction of oils, the thermometer the 
temperature in oil boiling and varnish 
making, and the oleometer, notwith- 
standing all its imperfections, the spe- 
cifie gravity of raw, boiled or bleached 
linseed oil at a given temperature.

In all that relates to linseed oll, 
progress for the past fifty years has 
been slow, except, perhaps, in the me- 
chanical extraction of oil from flax- 
seed, and jit is equally certain that ad- 
vancement has been still more dilatory 
in many other branches of chemical 
and physical science. But, notwith- 
standing all halts and delays on the 
road of progress, and now at the 
threshold of the twentieth century, we 
fully realize that the more a country 
dévotes itself to the study of all the 
different branches of science in their

intimate and interlaced relations to 
each other, the better it is for the 
progress of the whole and the conse- 
quent development of all its national 
industries. 


Physics or a sister branch of science 
applied to industry counts possibly 
more, but certainly as many, adepts as 
those who devote themselves to applied 
chemistry; and this is especially true 
when we come to optics, which, in the 
writer’s opinion, has by the application 
of the microscope already solved cer- 
tain arduous linseed oil problems that 
had been heretofore unrevealed mani- 
festations in the field of organic chem- 
istry. 

For over a century the microscope 
has been subjected to constant im- 
provement, until at. last it affords us

| complete developments of mineral and 
; vegetable matter, while the existence of 


to science and manufacturers so many, 
so far-reaching and so penetrating ser- 
vices as the microscope. It has made 
the hidden things clear and it is more 
than surprising that its use has not 
been more frequent in the examination 
of varnishes, paints and oils. 

The examination of a drop of drink- 
ing water through the microscope has 
unraveled mysteries which had here- 
tofore baffled the most acute specula- 
tions of inquiring minds. Within the 
area of a single drop so examined, 
veritable worlds have been found, with

accompanying animal life in sharply 


| defined species and with distinct func- 


tions, though infinitely small and with 
inferior characteristics, further exposed 
the fact that the innermost shrines of 
nature are instinct with living, moving, 
breathing and acting organisms that 
must necessarily have the right to be 
and a purpose to fulfill. 


It is by means of a microscope hav- 
ing a magnifying power of five hundred 
diameters that the crystalline charac- 
ter of butter can be determined; and it 
is by means of photo-micrography that 
most of the fats have been compara- 
tively studied in their crystalline struc- 
ture by our best American authorities 
in the scientific world, and with results 
so conclusive that they have been care- 


fully recorded in our National Labora- 
tory at Washington for the past ten 
years under the enlightened guidance 
of Prof. H. W. Wiley. 

It is by combining the magnifying 
power of the microscope with the result 
of photo-micrography that it has been 
made possible to readily distinguish

ne without chemical analysis; and to 
further illustrate the effectiveness of 
1icroscopic examination in non-drying 
fats, it may here be stated that by 
magnifying only at 160 diameters, fresh 
oleomargarine can be _ distinguished 
from oleamargarine that has been 
boiled with salt and water. 

Why should not the same method ap- 
ply to the examination of the acid fats 
:ontained in raw linseed oil and metal- 
lic linoleates contained in the boiled 
linseed oil of commerce, with a view 
‘o discover by this simple method suf-

tically impossible through chemical 
analysis of the neutral fats or the fatty 
acids collected in the nascent state, for 
qualitative or quantitative determina- 
tion? This was the first question that 
naturally occurred to me, and therefore 
I started my investigations of linseed 
oil fats on the same lines of optical re- 
search, first with lenses of five diame- 
ters of magnifying power, and gradu- 
ally increasing the optical actions until 
I was using a microscope with special 
objectives, capable of magnifying from 
90 to 400 diameters. But I must say

| that while a magnifying power of only 
| 160 diameters revealed distinctly 
| characteristics and crystalline structure 


the 


which distinguished lard stearine from 
cotton seed oil stearine, no like result 
could be obtained from the microscopic 


| examination of the fats contained in 


raw, boiled, or bleached linseed oil with 
a magnifying power twice or three 
times greater. 

Unable to see from the examination 
of raw, boiled or bleached linseed oil 
in liquid form any results whatever 
such as I had anticipated from my 
studies of animal and vegetable stear- 
ne through the microscope or by means 
of photo-micrography, duplicating with 
linseed oil the very same experiments 
that had been conducted with cotton 
seed oil in the Department of Agricul- 
ture years ago, the natural inference 
was that the means at my command 
were probably insufficient, that the op- 
tical action or magnifying power had 
to be increased, and I so increased it, 


using more powerful lenses, achromatic | 
with a | 


and apochromatic objectives, 
view to get from more powerful con- 
centration of the rays a magnified 
image of a drop of oil still more visi- 
ble. I then gradually increased the 
scope of optical power until I reached 
1,200 diameters and finally the limit of 
magnifying power obtainable through a 
microscope of the most approved con- 
struction, but I must say with still no 
better results. Evidently the method 
was wrong, or, in other words, no prac- 
tical results could be obtained from 
photo-micrography or microscopic ex- 
amination of liquid linseed oil or fats, 
which could enlighten me on the sub- 
ject of ascertajning a practica] method 


| tinctive crystalline

to determine the purity of linseed oil, 
as it is possible to determine the dis- 
texture in animal 
stearine derived from lard and vegeta- 
ble oleomargarine derived from cotton 
seed oil. 

My researches in that direction hav- 
ing been fruitless, I abandoned them 
some six years ago, until it occurred to 
me two years later, that instead of 
microscopically studying drops of lin- 
seed oil and linseed oil fats or fatty 
acids in a liquid or semi-liquid state, 
it would be more rational to take for 
the subject of my researches linseed 
oil in a solidified condition, or in the 
form of a dry film after complete oxi- 
‘ation. 

This observation was almost a revela- 
tion. We soon realized that there was in 
it elements of sufficient importance to 
furnish a new clew to the manufacturer 


| as well as the scientist in the chemical 


methods now existing for the examina- 
tion of jinseed oil. We realized also that 
in order to study linseed oil more in- 
telligently, it was necessary to draw a 
much sharper line ‘than the one hitherto 
indicated by organic chemistry for the 
distinction of the  glycerids, and 
reached the conclusion that in a liquid 
or semi-liquid state linseed oil cannot 
be intelligently examined on account of 
the ever changing condition of the oil 
under the continuous action of the air, 
the oxygen of which it absorbs until the 
liquid linolein has been entirely trans- 
formed into solid linoxin, or, in other 
words, into solid films of linseed oil. 

In the solid condition, and in this 
eondition only, we have with linseed 
oil a reliable base for physical observa- 
tion and optical researches. We can 
examine the porosity, the fibrosity, the 
thickness of the filmy structure; the 
texture of the cells, the strength ef the

membrane, its contraction and expan- 
sion under well known conditions. This 
in my opinion affords means of getting 


| results far more interesting, and facts 


more tangible, than the examination of 
ever changing glycerids; the deter- 
mination of soluble and volatile fatty 
acids; the iodine number, or the saponi- 
fying equivalent as described in the 
most recent books on the chemistry of 
vegetable oils and dry oils. 

The results of these investigations of 
solid linseed oil films through photo- 
micrography are as follows: 

The dry film of raw linseed oil, 
whether extracted from Calcutta, Bal- 
tic, Northwestern or South American 
seed, presents a uniform texture, and 
the fibers of the film are interwoven so 
minutely and intimately that no textile 
product, however fine in texture it may 
be—not even the finest silk tissue—can 
suggest an idea of it. The porosity is 
such that it fully explains the reason 
why linseed oil as a coating, and used 
without pigments or gums, cannot effi- 
ciently protect iron metallic surfaces 
against rust. 

As to the fibrosity of the film pro- 
duced by raw linseed oil in drying, it is 
greater than that of India rubber so- 
lutions, or, in perhaps clearer language, 
its fibers are finer. 

But what is still more remarkable is 
the fact that if we should examine, in 
precisely the same manner, boiled lin-

seed oil, the dry film reflected on a 
white screen shows an entirely differs 
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ent texture. The filmy structure seems 
to contract under the rapid and ener- 
getic action of oxygen, the apparent 
power of which has caused the surface 
of the film to become thoroughly wrin- 
kled instead of remaining smooth and 
mirrorlike, as is the case with raw lin- 
seed oil, which dries much more slowly. 

In a like manner were the dry films 
successiyely examined that had been 
produced from linseed oil boiled with 
manganese oxide, lead oxide, metallic 
oleates; solid films that had been 
bleached mechanically with Fuller’s 
earth, or chemically by means of min- 
eral acids; and finaily films that had 
been produced by linseed oil diluted 
with naphtha, emulsified by means of 
alkaline solutions or thickened by the 
addition of gums or waxes. In_each 
particular case the solid resulting film 
being examined by transparency for 
texture, porosity and fibrosity, showed 
a distinct and peculiar structure, suf- 
ficiently recognizable to characterize 
each of the oils. 

What are the means of microscopical 
investigation at our command, and 
how should ‘they be used for the study 
of linseed oil films? 

Commencing with a very simple mag- 
nifier, mounted on a tripod, (had at a 
trifling cost in almost any optician’s 
store) we have the means of magnify- 
ing the dimensions of an object from 
two to three times. 

The first operation consists in coat- 
ing with linseed oil one side only of a 
glass slide. For example, take a thin 
piece of glass, perfectly white and 
transparent, and, having coated it on 
one side, allow the oil to dry, placing 
the slide in a vertical position, so as 
to get an extremely thin film; when the 
film is perfectly dry, the glass slide is 
covered with a specimen in the proper 
condition for microscopic examination. 

With only this magnification should 
we examine the film when dry, we 
already notice the air bubbles that 
have been imprisoned during the 
process of linseed oil solidification. It 
looks a jelly-like surface, hard on 
the top and soft underneath. Specks 
can be seen by the hundred, also grains 
and particles of dust that have been 
imbedded in the oil, as insects and 
plants are discernible in certain speci- 
mens of fossil resins and Zanzibar 
copal, 

Should we increase the optical action, 


using a 15 to 20 diameter mag- 
nifying lens we _ notice by trans- 
parency the soft under part of

the film, and all the spots that 
are still in a semi-fluid condition, while 
the upper part presents a filmy texture, 
but the magnifying power is not yet 
sufficient to disclose the pores of the 
film and still less its fibrosity. 

Under a magnification of from fifteen 
to twenty diameters the contractions of 
the linseed oil film’s texture such as 
produced by the action of oxygen, ap- 
pear clearly in boiled linseed oil. Small 
particles of lead, manganese oxides, to- 
gether with natural impurities con- 
tained in the oxidizing agents used, be- 
come visible like diatomes when placed 
under a microscope of a far greater 
power. 

A diatome, as already stated, is in- 
discernible to the naked eye, but be- 
comes clearly distinct when increased 
fifteen times, and for microscopic ex- 
aminations diatomes are mounted on 
glass slides over a disc the size of a 
dime, eight or ten diatomes being sym- 
metrically arranged for ready compari- 
son. Now if we take a microscope hav- 
ing a magnifying power of 500 diame- 
ters, it is necessary (instead of a whole 
linseed oil film) to get a few small 
fragments about the size of a pin head, 
each one of them a unit of dimension 
for microscopic examination. Only one 
of these fragments when magnified five 
hundred times gives an image that is 
larger already than the meniscus or the 
area of the lenses. 

The reader following the progress of 
this. investigation must be reminded 
that at this stage of optical experiment 


the linseed oil film has not yet unrav- 
eled its organic mysteries. We must, 
therefore, increase the optical action to 
a much greater magnifying power, and 
when we reach twelve hundred diame- 
ters, or twelve hundred ‘times the orig- 
inal dimensions, the pores of the lin- 
seed oil film become distinctly visible, 
like little white dots; but even under 
this enormous magnification the pores 


of a Zanzibar varnish or those of a 
pure linseed oil and white lead paint 
cannot be detected, which seems to 


clearly indicate the function of fossil 
resins in fat varnishes and of pigments 
in linseed oil paints; or, in other words, 
the clogging of the pores, the direct re- 
sult of which is either partial or com- 
plete impermeabilization, 

As already stated, the most powerful 
microscope known to man can hardly 
go beyond ten thousand diameters in 
magnifying power. We may, therefore, 
inferentially conclude that if it were 
possible by optical means to aid the 
natural vision far beyond that point, a 
linseed oil film would become discern- 
ible like the tissue of a spider’s web. 
But this result has not yet been 
reached. 

In the month of October, 1897, a sud- 
den awakening in optical discoveries 
startled the scientific world in the re- 
markable statement of Professor Elmer 
Gates, the director of the Laboratory 
of Psychology at Washington; and 


while there may be some sparkles of in- 
of 


ventive genius in his suggestions 
new methods for magnifying three mil- 
lion times, duplicate experiments which 
were conducted by the writer in his 
laboratory in Brooklyn failed to show 
results either practical or conclusive in 
determining the characteristics of lin- 
seed oil from a physical standpoint. 

It is not our intention to advocate, 


criticise or condemn the new theory of 


magnifying power and photo-microg- 
raphy as emitted by Professor Gates. 
But if there is anything in it that may 
unravel the mysteries of organic chem- 
istry as applied to drying oils and fats, 
by all means utilize it in the right di- 
rection, i. e., that of the film, the only 
tangible element to serve as a guide in 
the practical examination of linseed oil,

MARVELOUS ELASTICITY OF A LINSEED 
OIL FILM. 


A linseed oil film of itself affords a 
world of study. It is a microcosm of 
almost infinite minuteness when its 
thickness alone is considered, and con- 
stitutes another striking example of the 
Physics of Tenuity, as studied by Isaac 
Newton in the film of soap bubbles. 

If a thin sheet of solid gold metal can 
be further reduced by means of cyanide 
of potassium into a film so thin that 
violet light will pass through it, and 
that it will require something like three 
hundred thousand of these gold leaves 
to make a pile one inch high—if, by 
blowing a soap bubble until the area of 
blackness indicates the bursting point, 
at which its thickness is calculated to

This operation, which has for its ob- 
ject the reduction of the oil’s original 
viscosity to the point where the paint 
or varnish is of a normal consistency 
most suitable for the work of the brush, 
can never be done too cautiously; for 
upon the extent to which the oil has 
been diluted will depend the resulting 
thinness of ‘the film produced. And 
where two coats of paint or varnish, 
not over-diluted, would suffice to pro- 
tect a wood or metallic surface, the ap- 
plication of three or four coats of 
paint or varnish which has been over 
“thinned down” would not, in most 
cases, be sufficient to produce an ade- 
quately protecting film. 

In comparing a linseed oil film to 
that of a soap bubble the writer has no 
apology to offer for the seeming trivi- 
ality of the parallel. As will be seen 
from what follows, the subject is in- 
deed far-reaching. 

It is not within the scope of our 
present purpose to measure the com- 
parative thickness of linseed oil films 
in their various forms and conditions. 
It suffices now to say that no better 
example of the elasticity of linseed oil 
can be given than by comparison with

all structures-——a linseed oil film of in- 
finite minuteness, and to which the in-

alone can be compared, 

We know well that if we place a drop 
of benzine on a piece of glass it will 
| evaporate entirely, leaving no trace 
whatever, although microscopic exam- 
| ination will sometimes show traces of 
| mineral matter. 

Adopt a like experiment with turpen- 
| 





| tine and it will be found that, while the 


| turpentine evaporates somewhat like 


the benzine, under microscopic ex- 
| amination a residual coating— 
; not a film, but a hardly _per- 
| ceptible coating of resinous, vege- 
| table matter—will be discovered. The 
| turpentine will take longer to evap- 


| orate than the benzine, and the exam- 
ination of this residual product of vol- 
| atilization indicates that the surface- 
tension of benzine is greater than that 
of turpentine. 
Now, if we go over the same experi- 
ment, using a drop of linseed oil, di- 
| luted with two hundred times its vol- 


| ume of benzine, apply that drop of the 


mixture on glass, let the benzine evap- 
orate and the linseed oil solidify, and 
then examine it microscopically, we 


| will find that the residual coating will 


be no longer a uniformly woven tissue. 
The fibers which constitute the linseed 


oil film were stretched beyond the 
maximum limit of elasticity and the 
surface-tension of the resulting oleo- 


benzine mixture was beyond the limit 
at which a solid linseed oil film can be 
deposited.

unbroken, continuous film or mem- 
brane, easily detachable as a tissue, or, 
in other words, lacking in the adhesive- 
ness peculiar to the films of linseed oil. 

We are here confronted with cor- 
roboration of the principles mentioned 
before—the more rapid the formation 
of a film the less its adhesiveness. A 
linseed oil film implies the idea of 
“toughness.” A coating carries with it 
the idea of “‘stickiness,’’ to use expres- 
sions readily understood by the trade, 
The most adhesive film produced by 
oxidation is that of linseed oil.. The 
most adhesive coating produced by 
evaporation is that of alcohol shellac 
varnish. When we add copal gum to 
linseed oil the resulting fat varnish will 
dry, producing a film less porous than 
the dry linseed oil film, Copal has 
closed the pores of the membrane pro- 
duced by the oil and rendered it still 
more impervious.

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State of the British Alkali Trade. 


At the present time the alkali trade 
of this country seems to have reached 


a crisis in its existence, a stage in 
which the annual output has become 
stationary, and when the numerous 


small advances made have been fully 
counterbalanced by a _ large retro- 
grade movement. Attention has been 
more particularly drawn to this subject 
by the report delivered at the seventh 
annual meeting of the United Alkali 
Company in Liverpool on Friday, 
March 18. In the chairman's words, 
“a great revolution has passed over 
the alkali trade” since the formation 
of the company. The revolution, so far 
as it affects this country, is partly in- 
ternal and partly external. Before go- 
ing into the external causes, which, ac- 
cording to Mr. Brock, give cause for 
anxiety, it will be as well to study the 
internal causes, to note how the old 
processes stand, to see what advance- 
ment has been made by newer com- 
petitors during the past few years. 
At most of the United Alkali Com- 
pany’s works the old Leblane process is 
employed, and under the company’s 
management this process has been 
brought to a high state of perfection, 
valuable by-products being now recoy- 
ered from materials which a few years 
ago were regarded as waste. Mr. 
Brock said: ‘In the matter of cost of 
manufacture they never did better, nor 
so well, as they have done during the 
past year.” In the ammonia soda 
process, which is now employed on more 
than half the salt converted into alkali, 
improvements have no doubt occurred, 
chiefly, however, in detail. The great- 
est improvement has been the adoption 
of Lowig'’s process for making caustic 
alkali from carbonate in the solid state, 
and this is now in successful operation 
at Brunner, Mond & Co.’s works. The 
manufacture of bleach, despite Mr. 
Mond’s ingenuity and perseverance, 
seems as yet not to have been realized 
in the ammonia process. It is this fact 
which accounts for a large number of 
present-day processes and suggested 
processes for manufacturing chlorine 
sometimes with, and sometimes with- 
out, alkali. These processes include 
the nitric acid methods, one of which 
is now being worked on a large scale 
in Cheshire, but with what financial 
success is not known. They also in- 
clude the Hoepfner process, in which 
the chlorine is obtained by electrolyzing 
zine chloride, and which process is said 
to be on trial at Northwich. The re- 
maining and the most important of 
these other processes are those in which 
the alkaline chlorides, either fused or 
in solution, are submitted to the action 
of the electric current. Of these sev- 
eral are at work in England, and the 
possibility of producing caustic soda 
and bleach by their means on a com- 
mercial scale has been demonstrated. 
So far, however, we believe no dividend 
has been declared out of manufacturing 
profits by any of the companies work- 
ing these processes. In this connec- 
tion the forthcoming report of the Cast- 
ner-Kellner Co. is being awaited with 
. interest. 

The chief objections raised originally 
against the electrical processes were 
the high cost of the electrical energy 
and the small output from each unit or 
cell employed. At the present time the 
various processes have been so far im- 
proved that in several fully 90 per cent. 
of the current employed is utilized in 
doing useful work. Taking, however, 
the voltage, or electrical pressure, at 
which the current is driven into ac- 
count, we find that the percentage of 








the electrical energy utilized falls to 504 
—55. Advance has also been made, 
notably with the Hargreaves cell, in in- 
creasing the size of the unit, and elec- 
trical energy is now sufficiently cheap 
to allow of the cells being worked at 
greater pressure for the sake of greater 
output, although this means increased 


loss of energy. At the present time 
we may take it that the cost of the 
electrical eenrgy needed to decompose 
one ton of salt is 35s. The electrical 


horse-power hour can now be produced 
at a cost of 1s. 8d. from coal, or 
half of the estimated cost of six years 
ago; in fact, electrical energy 
cheap in this country as it is to all but 
very large consumers at Niagara, where 
water-power is employed in its genera- 
tion. The electrical thus 
stand on a much sounder than 
they did a few years ago; but even yet 
they are on their trial, the one longest 
in existence in this country having been 
far unsuccessful. They certainly 


one- 
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adds still further to our difficulties. It 
has led to such reductions in price that, 
notwithstanding the increased tariff, al- 


kali is being sold in America 25 per 
cent. cheaper than it was. twelve 
months ago, In Russia tariffs have 
been increased in a similar manner, 
and to-day one ton of caustic soda or 
bicarbonate of soda has to pay £8 16s. 
8d. duty, or about 150 per cent. of f. o. 
b. value, whilst bleach pays £6 18s. per 
ton, or 125 per cent. of f, o. b. value. 


Our present unfortunate position is 
thus clearly not due to any superiority 
in our rivals’ methods of manufacture.

are not the cause of the “revolution” 
described at the United Alkali 
meeting as now existing. 

It is t* the external causes, to which 
Wwe now turn, that this revolution is due 
almost entirely, and the revolution 
one affecting not a particular process, 
but the industry of the country taken 
as a whole. It due to the hostile 
tariffs set up in other countries, but 
more especially in the United States. 
The importance of our trade with this 
country will be at once gauged from 
the fact that in the United Kingdom it 
may be estimated that there are 
composed each year about 800,000 tons 
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of salt, with the production of about 
560,000 tons of alkali (in its various 
forms), and 180,000 tons of chlorine 


products calculated as bleach. Of the 


alkali about 50 per cent. is exported, 
and of this one-half goes to America. 
The amount of bleach (and chlorate) 


exported is about one-third of the total 
production, and of this third some 60 
per cent. finds its way to the States.

Up to last year, however, no duty had

With tariffs such as these it is hope- 
less to compete, and the American man- 
ufacturers are taking full advantage of 
their opportunities. The various elec- 
trical processes in the States will, no 
doubt, do their best to supply the 
American market with chlorine prod- 
ucts as far as possible. Should they 
succeed to any great extent our home 
industry must suffer, but the competi- 
tion will be especially keenly felt by the 
electrical processes in England. Apart 
from chlorine products, the manufac- 
ture of alkali in America by the am- 
monia process is even now advancing 
rapidly. The Solvay Process Company, 
the oldest and largest makers, have in- 
creased the capacity of their plant by 
150 tons of ammonia soda per day, 
whilst the Michigan Alkali Company, ai 
Detroit, have increased their output 
from 60 tons per diem in 1894 to 300 tons 
per diem in 1897. These two works, be- 
tween them, are thus capable of pro- 
ducing upward of 100,000 tons per an- 
num more than they did four years 
ago, i. e., an amount equal to the total 
present quantity of our exports. The

American oil dealers cannot ignore 
the competition of Russian and Lang- 
kat (Java) oil, The Langkat oil 
what dealers call “low grade,’ but 
cheap and popular in China, and is al- 
ready being “pushed” by British and 
German agents at the newly opened 
ports on the West River. 

Agents of Batum and Dutch oil are 
also actively pushing the sale of their 
products in the commercial centers of 
the densely populated provinces of the 
Canton district. 

Great injury is done to American oil 
interests by the sale of Dutch and Ba- 
tum oil packed in American tins and 
boxes. 

A large and constantly growing trade 
in oil is being carried on in these prov- 
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inces by natives and by British and 
German agents for Batum and Dutch 


oil, while our American oil interests are 
being neglected. The American Kero- 
sene companies should have active 
agents here. There are many millions 
of consumers in this district, and an 
enormous trade is being done in oil and 
other foreign products. At Wuchow, | 
220 miles west of Canton, Americans | 
now have the right to reside and carry 
on business with the same freedom 
they have here in Canton; but no Amer- 
icans have yet located at Wuchow, 
and, consequently, the British and Ger- 
man firms are pushing their inferior 
brands of oil in this distributing cen- 
tre for the Kwangtung, Kwangsi, 
Kweichou and Yunan provinces.

This year the prospects are better, since 
the opening of the West River to for- 
eign trade Previous to the opening of 
Wuchow, on the West River (in June, 
1897), very little oil reached that city, 
because it had to he carried by Chines: 
in native craft, and the owners or deal- 
ers were compeiled to pay large sums 
of money at the native or likin tax of- 
fices en route These stations are lo- 
‘ated at intervals of only a few miles 
apart, and the several “squeezes,” o1 
payments required by the local author- 
ities, made the oil very expensive. As 
soonasthe port was opened the Imperial 
Maritime Customs established a branch 
office there, and foreign products were 
at once able to ach Wuchow on pay- 
ment of half duiy (2% per cent.), in ad- 
dition to the regular import rate, 5 per 
cent., of the Chinese customs, 

Action should be taken immediately 
to protect American interests in Wu- 
‘how, and I am sure that any reason- 
able expenditure in pushi our oil in 
these markets cannot fail to result in 
lasting benefit. There are more than 
{90,000,000 people in China to supply 
with light. They have hitherto de- 
pended on the native bean oil and tal- 
iow candles, and are quick to appre- 
ciate the advantages of kerosene. Kv-

melts at 80 degrees, and is got from 
stearine, which melts at 60 degrees; and 
margarine, which melts below 50 de- 
grees, yields margaric acid, of which 
the fusion point is 60 degrees. On these 
facts candle-making is based, and it 
presenis two perfectly distinct phases 
The tirst has for its object the prepara- 


tion of the solid acid by chemical means 


and the second is concerned with the 
mechanical separation and molding of 
the acid obtained, 

‘lhe extraction of fatty acid and 
glycerine from the fat can be done 


either by alkalic or by sulphuric acid, 
two quite different kinds of saponifica- 


tion. Gay Lassac and Chevreul pro- 
posed saponification with potash or 
soda, and subsequent treatment with 
alcohol, but their method has never 
been adopted; and Milly and Motard 
first put the’ candle-making on a 
firm basis They made use of lime, 
of which a weight equal to 14-15 per 
cent. of that of the tallow to be 
saponified was slaked, made into a milk 
of lime, and added at once to the tal- 
low, Which was melied with water in 
wooden vais by the aid of steam. Con- 


stant stirring helps the reaction, which 
takes about eight hours, and the white 
and hard lime soap suddenly granu- 
lates at the end of it, the glycerine 
containing water having been drawn 
off from the of stearate, mar- 
garate, and oleate of calcium. These 
are decomposed by sulphuric acid of 
20-25 B, in which they are manipulated 
With spades in a heated vat lined with 
lead. Theoretically 175 parts of acid of 
1°84 S.G. are required for every 100 of 
chalk used, but 200 parts have to be 
employed in practice, 

Various means have been tried for 
perfecting the method of saponification 
and for reducing the amount of lime 
required. The most successful of these 
is to effect the saponification under a 
pressure of eight atmospheres, which 
gives a temperature of 172° C. In this 
way the proportion of lime used can 
be brought down from 9 or 10 per cent. 
to 4 or 5, or even to 3 per cent. When 
ihe operation is finished the glycerine 
set free is run out. A three-way cock

is used so that the same one serves to 
run out both glycerine and lime soap, 
and to direct each of them into its 
proper reservoir. The lime soap is then 
decomposed with sulphuric acid. As 
less lime is used, less sulphuric acid is 
required, and a smaller quantity of sul- 
phate of lime is produced, while there 
are the further advantages that it is 
not necessary to pulverize the lime 
soap, and that it is easier to obtain the 
glycerine without loss. 

Inasmuch as less lime than is the- 
oretically necessary is employed in this 
process, it is clear that the main agent 
in the saponification must be the ex- 
tremely hot water which is got at the 
high pressures employed, and that the 
function of the lime is to resist the ten- 
dency which the glycerine and the fat- 
ty acids have to recombine. serthelot 
showed long ago that plain water could 
decompose neutral fats into glycerine 
and fatty acid at a temperature of 220

in which a mixture of fats and water 
was forced through iron tubes heated 
up to the melting point of lead, but the 
method turned out to be dangerous, 
and has been abandoned. Melsens has 
saponified with water acidulated by 
sulphuric acid, in high-pressure boilers 
lined with lead; but water saponifica- 
tion is very tedious and does not give 
the fatty acids in so pure a state as 
they can be obtained by other methods. 

Sulphuric acid decomposes fats, pro- 
ducing fatty acids and soft black 
elastic bodies resembling tar. These 
remain in solution im the fatty acids. 
They are chiefly formed by the action 
of the oil of vitriol on the glycerine 
and on the oleic acid (the solid acids 
are scarcely attacked), and that their 
formation is the result of an oxidation 
is shown by its being accompanied by 
an evolution of sulphur dioxide. 

Saponification by sulphuric 
effected nowadays by treating the fats 
with from 3 to 4 per cent. of their 
weight of concentrated oil of vitriol in 
vats lined with lead. The fat; 
is first heated to 115° or 120° C. by 
superheated steam, and then boiled} 
with the sulphuric acid for five or six 
hours. ‘Tallow is much harder to sa- 
ponify than palm oil, so that palm oil 
is generally added to the tallow to fa- 
cilitate its acidification, 

Saponification under pressure by 
water, with the help of a little lime, 
gives a purer glycerine, and fewer 
tarry matters, than sulphuric acid 
saponification followed by distillation 
with superheated steam, while the lat- 
ter gives a better yield of the solid 
fatty acids, although it destroys part of 
the oleic acid, and gives a mixture of 
fatty acids having a lower fusion point 
than that got by water-saponification. 
In any case the fatty acids obtained are 
the stearic, the oleic, and the margaric. 
These have to separated, as the 
stearic acid alone is available for can- 
dlemaking. This separation is effected 
by pressure, first cold and then hot. 
The oleic acid which escapes from the 
hot presses is run into reservoirs, and 
allowed to stand until it has deposited 
most of the solid acids that it contains, 
and it is then removed to make way for 
more, which, of increases the 
deposit of solid acids. When this de- 
posit has attained sufficient dimensions 
it is strained by means of filter bags of 
felt. 

The stearic acid only represents 45 
per cent. of the tallow used, and many 
attempts have been made to convert 
the oleic acid into stearic acid, or at 
least into stearo-lactone, a body solid 
enough to make candles with. Tissier 
has invented a process for the saponifi- 
eation of neutral fats, which permits of 
securing both glycerine and fatty acids, 
and also of transforming the oleic acid 
into stearic. His process is as follows: 
Into a high pressure boiler zinc in 
scraps or in powder is placed with 
water, and then the fat, which floats 
on the water, does not therefore come 
into contact with the zinc. When the 
whole affair is raised to a sufficient 
temperature the water saponifies the 
fat, and at the same time reacts with 
the zinc, and the nascent hydrogen 
thence results converts the oleic acid 
into stearic acid. The oxide of zinc 
formed cannot get at the fatty acids 
and make zinc soaps with them, as it

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Kryolith--Its Mining and Utiliza- 


tion. 
BY WILLIAM C. HENDERSON. 


The mineral kryolith is the double 
fluoride of sodium and aluminium, It 
is made up of sodium equal to 32.86 
per cent., aluminium equal to 12.86 per 
eent., and fluorine equal to 54.28 per 
cent.; sometimes carrying sesquioxide 
of iron as an impurity. It crystallizes 
after the monoclinic system—occurs 
both in the crystalline and massive 
forms, usually in the latter. It is 
snow-white to smoky-dark in appear- 
ance; cleaves in three directions, show- 
ing rectangular cleavages; is. brittle, 
with an uneven fracture; is translucent 
and has a vitreous to greasy luster. It 
has a specific gravity of from 2.95 to 
3.0, and a hardness of 2.5, It is fusible in 
the flame of a candle, its melting point 
being between 900 degrees and 1,000 de- 
grees Celsius. It is soluble in sul- 
phuric acid with the evolution of hy- 
drofluoric acid. It is slightly soluble 
in water, Johnstrup giving this solu- 
bility one part in 2,730 at 12 de- 
grees C, 

The earliest notice of this mineral 
was by Schumacher, in 1795, from a 
sample brought by a missionary from 
Greenland to Copenhagen. Here, from 
its resemblance to barite, it lay 
neglected until 1799, when Abildgaard, 
whose attention was attracted to it, 
undertook its examination, in the 
course of which hydrofluoric acid, 
hitherto known only in connection 
with flourspar, presented itself, along 
with aluminium. A considerable resi- 
due remained unaccounted for, how- 
ever, and the investigations were re- 
peated by Klaproth, in 1800, who dis- 
covered the presence of sodium. 

Its great fusibility, as well as its re- 
semblance to snow, and still greater 
likeness, when wet, to ice, suggested 
to Abildgaard the name which he gave 
it, kryolith, 

The mineral was later described by 
D’Andrada and Karsten, 

In 1811, Giesecke, who was a mem- 
ber of the Danish Geological and Min- 
eralogical Survey of Greenland, dis- 
covered in the colony of Frederiks- 
haab, in southwest Greenland, at the 
place now known as Ivigtut, an im- 
mense deposit of kryolith. During the 
same year he 
quantily of minerals, including kryo- 
lith, for Copenhagen; but as this was 
during the time of the Na- 
poleonic wars, the vessel never reachei 
her destined port. She was captured 
by a French privateer, recaptured by 
an English frigate, and was finally 
taken into Leith, Scotland, where the 
cargo was condemned as_ worthless, 
and sold to Thomas Allan, an Edin- 
burgh mineralogist, for £40. 

The deposit of kryolith discovered by 
Giesecke, at Ivigtut, is the only one of 
commercial importance known at pres- 
ent, and ng indications of its existence 
at any other locality in Greenland 
have been discovered. Comparatively 
small quantities have, however, been 
found at Miask, in the Ural Mountains, 
between Russia and Siberia, separated 
from the civilized world by 1,000 miles 
of desert. Also at the northeast base 
of St. Peter’s dome, in the Pike’s Peak 
region of Colorado, and lately it has 
been reported from the Yellowstone 
National Park, Wyoming. 

The minerals usually associated with 
kryolith are quartz, siderite (which 
occurs perfectly pure in beautiful 
crystals), gelatine, sphalerite,; pyrite, 
chalcopyrite and wolframite. These 
are irregularly scattered throughgut 
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the mass of kryolith in a manner most 
remarkable. They are, for the most 
part, easily separated during the opera- 
tion of sorting, which takes place at 
the mines. 

There are, besides, several minerals 
found only in connection with kryolith, 
some of which were, until recently, en- 
tirely unknown. Among these are: 
Pachnolite, thomsenolite (named after 
Thomsen, the originator of the kryolith 
industry), arksuktite, gearksuktite, 
ralstonite, prosopite, ivigtite (from 
Ivigtut) and hagemanite (named by 
Prof. Silliman, after Hageman, who 
first analyzed it). These interesting im- 
purities are readily separated from 
kryolith, in the process of manufacture, 
as they suffer no change under the 
chemical treatment by which the 
kryolith is decomposed. Eudialite also 
occurs in the Ivigtut region, this being 
the only locality—except one or two 
others—where it has been found. 

Kryolith was at one time the chief 
source of aluminium, remaining so un- 
til superseded by bauxite. It is still 
used in the production of this metal, 
but not as a source of supply. Alumin- 
ium was first obtained from kryolith 
early in 1855, by Allan Dick, who fused 
the mineral with alternate layers of 
small pieces of sodium, in a magnesia- 
lined crucible. 

The principal use for kryolith is 
found in the manufacture of soda and 
the by-products resulting therefrom. 
From no other known substance can 
soda be obtained with equal cheapness 
and abundance; and it is the only nat- 
ural product, except salt, from which 
this commodity can be procured in 
quantities sufficient to supply the de- 
mands of commerce. The process by 
which soda is obtained from kryolith 
was devised by Prof. Julius Thomsen of 
Copenhagen, in the year 1850. Still an- 
other use for kryolith exists in the 
production of kryolith glass, or hot- 
cast porcelain, a beautiful translucent 
substance, possessing great strength, 
first brought prominently into public 
notice by the Hot-Cast Porcelain Com- 
pany of Philadelphia, by whom it was 
made on a large scale, although the 
material had been in use in Bohemian 
and Silesian glass works for some 
years previous to the commencement of 
the manufacture in America. 

Ivigtut (an Eskimo word, meaning 
“a meadow’’) is located in latitude 61 
degrees 10 minutes north, and longitude 
48 degrees 10 minutes west, being a 
spot of land on the Arksuk Fiord, 
twenty miles from the coast line of 
southwest Greenland—a remote and 
gloomy region of the globe, inaccessi- 
ble during the greater portion of the 
year, and barren of all commercial 
products, save kryolith. 

The inhabitants of Ivigtut are solely 
the officers and men who operate the 
mines, all of whom come from Copen- 
hagen. With but one or two excep- 
tions, there are no women at Ivigtut. 
The settlement is in possession of a 
Lutheran church, and boasts among 
its social attractions a bowling alley, 
a billiard parlor and a brewery. The 
food consumed by the people is almost 
exclusively supplied from Copenhagen, 
and consists chiefly of rye bread and 
salt meat, with fresh meat once or 
twice a week. 

The nearest Eskimo settlement 
Ivigtut is at Isua, 8% miles distant. 

As though with a view to insure the 
speedy discovery of this unique and 
most remarkable mineral occurrence, 
nature signally marked the spot with 
a giant monolith of spotless kryolith, 
which, carved through countless ages 
by glacial action, stood, a towering 
monument upon the buried treasure 
beneath. It further revealed itself by 
a series of graceful undulations sepa- 
rated by green sward. Its resemblance 
to snow was, indeed, so great that one 
can readily appreciate the Eskimo be- 
lief that it was such, though of a spe- 
cial kind that would not melt. 

Remote from civilization as is the 
location of this isolated deposit, at no 
other point, in Greenland, at least, 
could it have been more accessible for 
removal, no portion of the mineral be- 
ing at a greater distance than 150 feet 
from low-water line, and its general 
elevation not exceeding 10 feet from 
high water. Its greatest length ex- 
tends in a direction parallel to the sea 
in a line running northeast and south- 
west, covering a distance of about 400 
feet, 100 feet of which is washed by the 
sea. That portion nearest, and facing 
the sea, descends perpendicularly to an 
unknown depth; that farthest from the 
water sinks at an angle of about 45 
degrees from the sea. 

The width in the opposite direction, 
that is, southeast to northwest, is 
about 150 feet. 

The deposit of kryolith, at Ivigtut, is 
owned by the Danish Government. 


to 
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The mining of the mineral is conducted 
exclusively by a Copenhagen company, 
by virtue of a lease held by them from 
the Government, By the terms of this 
lease the value of every fifth cubic 
fathom of kryolith, mined and shipped 
from Greenland, falls to the Danish 
Treasury of State, whether the cargo 
be lost on voyage from Greenland or 
not. These kryolith mines were opened 
by Daniel Schmidt in the year 1858. 
The first cargo of commercial note was 
shipped from Ivigtut to Copenhagen 
in 1857, on board the bark Christian; 
and the first shipment to the United 
States was made in 1864, being con- 
signed to Philadelphia. In January, 
1865, a contract was completed with 
Handels Selskabet of Copenhagen 
(operators of the mines at Ivigtut), by 
which the Pennsylvania Salt Manufac- 
turing Company of Philadelphia be- 


| came possessed of the exclusive privi- 


lege to import the mineral, from this 
deposit, into the continents of North 
and South America. 

That portion of the mine which may 
more properly be termed the quarry at 
present measures about 300 feet in 
length, 150 feet in width and 120 feet 
in depth. Three holes have been sunk 
still deeper into the mass, for the pur- 
pose of investigation. The deepest of 
these is now about 120 feet below the 
bottom level of the quarry, but even 
at this depth there are no indications 
that the lower boundary of the mineral 
has been approached. 

During the Summer season, which 
lasts from about April to November, 
about 140 men are employed in quarry- 
ing, mining, sorting and piling the kry- 
olith. The drilling is done by hand, 
no steam drills being used, and the 
mineral is dislodged by blasting. It is 
carefully sorted into two grades, Nos. 
1 and 2, of about 99 per cent. and 92 
per cent. respectively, which are taken 
to the top of the mine in two-ton cars, 
running on an incline railway operated 
by steam. The kryolith is carefully 
and accurately formed into piles of ex- 
actly 100 feet long, 20 feet wide and 4 
feet high, containing 8,000 cubic feet, 
or about 37 cubic fathoms. The cubic 
fathom constitutes the unit used in es- 
timating the quantity shipped, the 
more general practice of weighing not 
being adopted at Ivigtut. The weight 
of a cubic fathom of kryolith is 13.6 
tons of 2,240 pounds. The greatest 
quantity of kryolith taken from the 
mines, in any one season, was that re- 
moved during the season just closed. 
It amounted to 13,000 tons, of which 10,- 
500 tons were received at Philadelphia. 

The best grade goes to Copenhagen; 
the second quality comes to Philadel- 
phia. 

The waste, including everything 
taken from the mines except the kryo- 
lith, is dumped into the sea after a 
regular system, for the purpose of 
building wharves and securing more 
reachable anchorage. This is extremely 
desirable, owing to the remarkably 
precipitous character of the coast. Just 
before Winter sets in a sluice is opened 
and the mines are flooded with sea 
water. The object in this is to pre- 
vent them from becoming inoperative 
through an accumulation of ice and 
snow, which the whole of the Sum- 
mer’s heat would not suffice to melt. 

The force of men is then cut down to 
about seventy, whose efforts are chief- 
ly confined to the quarrying of such 
of the kryolith as can be reached, al- 
lowing it to accumulate for removal 
the following Summer. 

Rails have been laid during the Win- 
ter upon the ice in the quarry, and the 
whole operation carried on the same as 
in Summer, except upon a much re- 
duced scale. This, however, has not 
been found to be thoroughly practi- 
cable. 

As soon as the general thaw takes 
place, steam pumps are put to work, 
the mines drained of water (an opera- 
tion requiring about three weeks to 
perform), and work is again resumed 
in earnest. 

The vessels employed in the kryolith 
trade are stanch sea craft, built ex- 
pressly for the purpose. The Philadel- 
phia fleet musters, just now, eight 
barks, having an average burden of 
800 tons; while three small vessels, with 
an average of 300 tons burden, com- 
prise the Copenhagen fleet. These make 
two trips to the mines a year, arriv- 
ing at Ivigtut, on the first trip, about 
April 10, and again, on their second 
one, July 10. Owing to the lack of re- 
ciprocity, these vessels usually make 
their outward voyages in ballast. 

In producing soda from ~ kryolith, 
Thomsen’s method is still employed. 
The process briefly is as follows: 

The previously dried and pulverized 
kryolith is intimately mixed with an 
equal weight of powdered limestone, 
and the mixture calcined at an incip- 
jent red heat, during which there ig 











formed calcium fluoride, aluminate of 
soda, carbonate of soda and sodium 
hydrate. The calcined residue, known 
as “kryolith ash,” is then subjected to 
careful leaching, yielding an insoluble 
residue of calcium fluoride and a solu- 
tion containing the soda salts. The 


insoluble fluoride of calcium is purified | 


by washing and is ready for the mar- 
ket. The solution containing the soda 
salts is conveyed to agitators and agi- 
tated in contact with carbonic acid 
gas.

The solution containing the carbon- 
ate of soda is concentrated to about

If it be desired to make the bicar- 
bonate, this last product is exposed to 
an atmosphere of carbonic acid gas, 
of which it absorbs another equivalent 
and yields its water of crystallization. 
In the manufacture of aluminium, 
kryolith is used in the fused bath as 
a solvent, into which is introduced 
pure alumina, to the extent of about 
21 per cent. of the weight of the kry- 
olith (this being a much greater

In the production of kryolith glass, 
or hot-cast porcelain, 4 parts of pow- 
dered kryolith are mixed with 10 parts 
of silica and 1 part oxide of zinc. The 
whole is then fused and manufactured 
into ware, much after the same man- 
ner as is ordinary glass; but is unlike 
the latier, not only in appearance. but 
also in possessing great toughness 
and hardness, so that a plate, for in- 
stance, stamped out of this material, 
may be thrown down quite violently 
without fear of its breaking.—Journal 
Franklin Institute.

Proposed New Method of Examin- 
ing Pepsin.

is based on a reaction which suggested 
itself to me as an improvement on a 
plan of precipitating porteids recently 
proposed by Rideal and Stewart. Their 
method consists in passing a current 
of chlorine gas through the solution to 
be tested, filtering off and washing the 
resultant precipitate, and weighing it 
after drying at a temperature not ex- 
ceeding 70 degrees C., or preferably in 
vacuo over sulphuric acid. The pre- 
cipitate is stated to be remarkably 
stable at ordinary temperatures, but 
to be readily decomposed on heating, 
becoming black and rotting the filter- 
paper. 

In order to avoid the inconveniences 
attaching to the use of chlorine gas, 
and the drying and weighing of an un- 
stable precipitate, we employ bromine- 
water as the precipitant, in place of 
chlorine.* The precipitate is filtered 
through asbestos, treated with strong 
sulphuric acid while still moist, and 
the contained nitrogen determined by 
Gunning’s modification of Kjeldahl’s 
process. The following are the details 
of the method as employed by us: 

A quantity of the solution, containing 


ter, is diluted with cold water to a 
volume of about 100 C.c., and treated in 
a conical beaker with sufficient hydro- 
chloric acid to render the liquid dis- 
tinctly acid to litmus. Bromine water 
is then added in considerable excess, 
and the liquid stirred vigorously for 
some time. The yellowish precipitate 
which separates is at first flocculent, 
but becomes more viscous on stirring, 
and finally adheres in great part to the 
sides of the beaker. When this oc- 
curs the liquid is allowed to stand at 
rest for about half an hour, or until 
the precipitate has settled. It is then 
decanted through an asbestos filter. 





The precipitate adhering to the sides 
of the beaker is washed several times 
with cold distilled water, the washings 


being poured through the filter. Oc- 
casionally, when the greater part of 


the free bromine has been washed out | 
of the precipitate, the liquid does not 
filter clear. It is therefore advisable 
to keep the washings separate from the 
filtrate, and, if necessary, to add bro- | 
mine or sodium sulphate to the wash- 
water. 

The contents of the filter tube (in- 
cluding the asbestos, and, if necessary, 
the glass-wool), are returned to the 
beaker used for the precipitation, 20 
C.c, of strong sulphuric acid added, and 
the beaker covered with a watch-glass 
and heated over wire-gauze. The sub- 
stance chars, and bromine vapor is 
evolved. When frothing has ceased, 
about 10 grams of powdered potassium 
sulphate should be added, and the 
liquid boiled vigorously until colorless. 
It is then allowed to cool, diluted with 
water, an excess of caustic soda added, 
the ammonia distilled off, and the 
distillate titrated with standard acid. 
From the nitrogen found the amount 
of proteid or gelatinoid body present is 
deduced by a suitable factor. Where 
Kjeldahl’s method cannot be con- 
veniently employed, the precipitate pro- 
duced by bromine might be dissolved 
in hot alcohol of 97 per cent. (about 50 
C.c. will suffice), the solution evaporated , 
to dryness at 100 degrees C., and the 
residue weighed. The weight found, 
multiplied by 0.87, will give that of the | 
corresponding peptone. 

As the results of experiments de- 
tailed by us in the original paper, it 
was found that practically the whole 
of the nitrogen of gelatin, gelatin-pep- 
tone, egg-albumin, syntonin, and the 
mixed products of the acid-pepsin di- 
gestion of egg-albumin, was thrown | 
down in the precipitate produced by 
bromine. In the case of syntonin | 
equally good results were obtained, 
whether the acid used for conversion 
of the egg-albumin was left unneutral- 
ized or was exactly saturated by | 
caustic soda; but if the solution was 
made, alkaline and bromine’ then 
added, the proteid could not be com- | 
pletely precipitated by subsequent free 
acidulation of the liquid.

*I have just become aware, from a prelimi- 
nary paper, of which the substance was com- 
municated to the Physiological Society on June 
10, 1897, that Messrs. F. Gowland Hopkins and

of egg-albumin to contain a very constant pro- | 
portion of bromine, the mean being 14.89 per | 
cent.

#The filter is made by placing a plug of 
glass-wool in a cylindrical funnel (constructed 
of a vertical glass tube drawn out at the lower | 
end), and covering it with a pad of pulped as- 
bestos. If the filter be properly constructed, 
no water-pump will be required, and a per-

These 
heavy transactions practically left Rot- 
terdam bare, stocks in first hands be- 
ing estimated at only 1,000 tierces, as 
against 5,200 the week before. Early 
sales, notwithstanding the improved in- 
quiry, were made at the prices ruling 
the week before, but toward the close 
there were reported sales of four cars 
of extra at an advance of one florin 
and this was said to be indicative of 
a stronger feeling on the part of melt- 
There has been a good inquiry for 
ec. i. f. oil, owing to a belief in the 
superiority (real or imaginary) of April 
oleo. Extra grades have been sold at 
Rotterdam at 36%@388 florins, with in- 
ferior oil at 30@33 fl., and oleo stock at 
29 fl. Exportations are still free, hav- 
ing aggregated about 11,000 tierces dur- 
ing the past fortnight. Neutral lard is 
reported comparatively quiet in the 
Dutch market, and cotionseed oil is 
said to have exhibited little animation. 
The local oleo market has been spirit- 
less and uninteresting, with no quot- 
able change in prices, but with a rather 
easy feeling. The consumptive inquiry 
cannot be called active. 

LARD OIL.—The improved tone in 
the market for lard has not been with- 
out influence upon lard oil. Its imme- 
diate effects, however, have been ap- 
parent in imparting a firmer tone and 
somewhat stimulating inquiry, rather 
than in an appreciation in prices.

Opium, 

The market was not very strong 
early in the week. Single cases were 
readily obtainable at $3, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the large holders, of 
which there are a few, steadfastly re- 
fused to accept less than $3.10 to $3.15. 
The market has been steadily harden- 
ing during the week, and on Wednes- 
day several odd cases were picked up 
at $3 and Thursday closed with $3.10, 
the bottom price for single cases. There 
has been one cable received from Smyr- 
na of 8s. 8d. Letter advices from Smyrna 
under date of March 18 reported that 
not over 30 per cent. of the sowings in 
Salonica will be available. The same re- 
port holds true in regard to Anatolia, 
and rain was badly needed. On Fri- 
day there were no round lots offering 
below $3, at which it is said 25 cases 
were taken. Some lots aggregating 
about 50 cases are still obtainable at 
$3, but as there are inquiries for large 
lots there is a strong probability that 
they will have been taken by the time 
this report is read. Holders are firm 
at $3.10@3.15 by the case, and $3.15@3.20 
for jobbing lots. The stock is less than 
900 cases. Persian is held at $3.15 and 
upward. 

An effort is being made to have a 
duty placed on opium in the event of 
war, and the following reasons are 
given: “Since the imposition of a tax 
of $1 per pound on opium by the Ding- 
ley tariff, our importation has been 
very light, as all importers in the U. §S 
took advantage of the long debate on 
the bill, and brought here, prior to its 
enactment, a quantity sufficient for a 
year ahead. Now our stocks of this 
drug are very |jow, and importations 
will yery soon be resumed on a nor- 
mal scale. There is no article in the 
line of drugs that will better stand a 
duty without being burdensome, and 
it is suggested that the old duty of $2.50 
per pound be imposed, with similar ad- 
vance in morphia, and other opium 
salts. Such duty would add a million 
and a half dollars to our revenue with- 
in a year from passage of bill. The 
duty of $2.50 per pound on opium will 
not be onerous to the sick, as opium is 
given in doses of one-half to a grain. 
Morphia is given in doses of 1-20 to % 
grain. The importation of opium for 
1896 was a _ fraction under 600,000 
pounds, but 500,000 pounds is a fair av- 
erage of late. Sulphate of morphia is 
imported to the extent of about 25,000 
ounces per year.” 

It has been proposed to amend the 
present act as follows: “Paragraph 432, 
reading: ‘Opium, crude or unmanufac- 
tured and not adulterated, containing 
9 per centum and over of morphia, $1 
per pound;’ amend to read $2.50 per 
pound. Reading, ‘Morphia, or mor- 
phine sulphate of, and all alkaloids or 
salts of opium, $1 per ounce;’ amend 
to read morphia, or morphine sulphate 
of, and all alkaloids or salts of opium, 
$2 per ounce.”

The average price of residuum in 1897 
was the highest ever known in ‘the 
trade, notwithstanding the production 
of residuum exceeded that of any pre- 
vious year by about 25 per cent. I am 
not able to give the average price of 
the year accurately at present; but it 
was never for any length of time below 
34 cents, per barrel and was often 
higher, closing with the year at over 
40 cents per barrel. The increase in the 
demand was due principally to in- 
creased distributing facilities in the 
manufacturing districts of Russia, but 
there is no doubt that it was also part- 
ly due to an increase in the manufac- 
turing industries of the Empire. It is 
not many years since it was the opinion 
of some of those engaged in the fuel- 
oil trade, and therefore most competent 
to judge, that the price of residuum at 
Baku could not go above 6 copecks per 
pood (25 cents per barrel) without cur- 
tailing the demand; but either they 
were wrong or the manufacturing in- 
dustries of Russia have increased more 
rapidly than was anticipated, for in 
1897, with the average price at least 10 
cents per barrel above that figure, the 
demand increased 25 per cent., and an 
expression of opinion regarding the fu- 
ture at this time would be very hazard- 
ous. At present, three or four weeks 
before shipments via Volga can com- 
mence, because of navigation being 
closed by ice, residuum is selling at 
about 42 cents per barrel; and there 
seems to be no fear on the part

ILLUMINATING OIL. 

Prices of refined oil were very low at 
the close of 1896, but not so low as to 
make export entirely unprofitable. 
They continued declining throughout 
the year, however, and by midsummer 
were below the actual cost of the oil, 
based upon prices quoted for crude and 
residuum; but the high price of resi- 
duum and the fact that probably 70 per 
cent. of the refined was produced by 
refiners who had their own crude pre- 
vented any great falling off in export. 

To explain the influence of the combi- 
nation of crude producing and refining, 
I give the following customary method 
of calculating the cost of refined, based 
upon 3144 poods of crude being neces- 
sary for the production of 1 pood of re- 
fined and 2 poods of residuum:

Consequently I believe that there was 
little or no loss in the export of re- 
fined; and, as some refiners had more 
crude than they could use, which cost 
them much less than 4 copecks per 
pood, because of wells flowing largely, 
the average result was even better than 
shown above. 

Of course, the high price of crude and 
low price of refined made it out of the 
question for many refiners to do busi- 
ness; and, while much more than half 
the total refining capacity was worked 
during the year, I believe at least half 
of the refineries were shut down. 

REFINERS’ COMBINATION, 

The combination of refiners which 
was organized in April, 1895, and was 
known as the “Union,” was dissolved 
in October last year. The agreement 
was for two and a half years, to be ex- 
tended two and a half years more with 
the consent of all concerned; but, as 
practically all of those interested (ex- 
cept those instrumental in organizing 
the union, who had great advantages 
over the majority) declined to renew 
their agreement, the union passed out 
of existence on October 13.

Bauxite is found in the south of 
France, chiefly in the Var Department. 
many grouped 
white bauxite, according to 
the color imparted by the proportion of 
ferric oxide present. The rock is com- 
pact and hard and does not disintegrate 
on wetting, but the outcrop of the bet- 
ter qualities, exposed to frost, air and 
sunshine, breaks up into small frag- 
ments in the form of oblique prisms 
with very variable angles.

ALBUMEN.—Commercial egg is 
ing offered at 61c., but prime is held at 
65c. Blood has been quiet at 18@25c. 

ANILINE OIL.—The market is 
pressed by reason of the condition of 
the benzole market, and the spot quota- 
tion is 10%@11%e., to quality and 
quantity.

@34, as to quantity. 

DEXTRINE.—The demand from the 
mills has been good, and the market is 
firm, but prices show no change. 


GAMBIER.—The market is weak and 
is comparatively quiet. On Wednesday 
250 bales were sold ex Fede, now in 
port, at 2.72%c., and the Teocle was of- 
fered in a round way at 2.70c., without 
finding buyers, but 15 tons were secured 
at equal to 2.674%c. On Thursday there 
was an order in the market for 25 tons 
Teocle at under 2.70c., but holders de- 
clined to shade this. From store 50 
bales were sold at 3c., and the market 
closed at 2.80@8c. from store.

It 
is the opinion of those best informed 
in the trade that it will not be a serious 
competitor of natural indigo, unless 

here is a short crop, and those grades 
which are now selling at 75c. should ad- 
vance to $1.15. A 50 per cent. Kurpah 
now sells at about 624%@65c., while the 
newcomer is being offered at 7éc. The 
consumption of indigo has been increas- 
ing. Just at the moment the spot de- 
mand is lighf. The London sales are 
scheduled to commence on Monday, 
April 11, The declarations have been 
8,800 cases.

Latest Tariff Decisions. 


Duty on Dulcin. 

The Board of United States General 
Appraisers has handed down a decision 
on the protest of Lehn & Fink on a 
consignment of dulcin, and which was 
assessed for duty as saccharin at $1.50 
per pound and 10 per cent. ad valorem 
under paragraph 211, Act of July, 
1897. It was claimed by the importer 
that the goods should be dutiable as a 
chemical compound at 25 per cent. un- 
der paragraph 3. Saccharin and dul- 
cin are similar in appearance and are 
both derived from coal tar, but each is 
a distinct article and manufactured of 
a different chemical composifion. Sac- 
charin is anhydro-orthosulphaminben- 
zoie acid, while dulcin is paraphenetol- 
carbonid. 

The board held that dulcin might be 
classified saccharin but for its 
enumeration as a chemical compound, 
and, therefore, sustained the protest.

Manganese Ore, 


The Treasury Department has made 
an important ruling with regard to the 
free entry of certain manganese ores. 
The decision is set forth in the follow- 
ing letter from Assistant Secretary 
Vanderlip to United States Senator 
Wolcott, who has made certain repre- 
sentations to the department on behalf 
of constituents who are engaged in 
handling manganese ores: 

“The Department is in receipt of your 
letter of the 10th inst., in regard to the 
admission free of duty under the pro- 
vision for ‘manganese, oxide and ore of,’ 
in paragraph 607, act of July 24, 1897, of 
manganese ores containing a small per- 
centage of metallic iron, and claiming 
that such ores should be classified for 
duty at the rate of 40 cents per ton 
under the provision in paragraph 121 of 
said act of ‘iron ore, including mangan- 
iferous iron ores.’ 

“You state that you understand the 
provision in paragraph 607 above quoted 
to be applicable only to ‘manganese ore 
carrying no iron, the two metals in com- 
bination being manganiferous iron ore.’ 

“Tn reply I have to state that, so far 
as this Department is advised, all im- 
ported manganese ores and oxides con- 
tain a small percentage of metallic iron, 
and ores containing less than 10 per 
cent. of iron and from 40 to 50 per cent. 
of manganese, or over, are commercially 
known as manganese ores, valuable 
only for the manganese contained 
therein, and have been admitted to en- 
try free of duty as such for the past 
twenty-nine years under decisions of 
this Department, the original decision 
being dated July 15, 1879. 

“The construction which you desire to 
have placed upon. said paragraphs 
would, therefore, be contrary to the 
well-established practices under the de- 
cisions of the Department, and would 
apparently nullify the provision for 
manganese ores in the free list. 

“The Department must, therefore, de- 
cline to issue the instructions requested 
by you.”
